AS it ispojjible the men Engliih Reader may 
have a different Idea of Romance with 
the Author of thefe tittle Volumes ; and 
may confequently expert a kind of Entertainment 
not to he founds nor which was iven intended^ in 
the following Pages ; it may not be improper topre^ 
mife a few Words concerning this Kind of Writings 
which I do not remember to have feen hitherto at' 
tempted in 9ur Language* 

The Epic, as well as the Drama, is divided 
intd Tragedy and Comedy* Homer, who was 
the Father of this Species of Poetry ^ gave us a Pat^ 
tern of both thefe^ tho* that of the latter kind is 
entirely loft ; which Ariftotle tells us^ bore the fame 
Relation to Comedy which his Uiad bears to Trage^^ 
dy. And perhaps^ that we have no more Injlances 
Oifit amtmg the Writers of Antiquity^ is owing to 
the Lofs of this great Pattern^ which^ had it fur*

^ivedj tvould have found its Imitators equally with 
the other Poems of this great Original. 

And farther^ as this Poetry may be Tragic or 
Comic y I will not fcruple to fay it may be likewife 
either in Verfe or Profe : For tho* it wants one 
Particular^ which the Critic enumerates in the 
fonjlituent Parts of an Epic Poem^ namely Metre \ 
yet^ when any kind of Writing contains all its 
ether Parts^ fuch as Fablcj ASfion^ Chara£iersy 
Sentiments^ and DiSfion^ and is deficient in Metre 
only ; // feems^ I thinkj reafonahle to refer it to 
the Epic ; at leajl^ as no Critic hath thought pro^ 
per to range it under any other Heady or to ajji^n 
it a particular Name to itfelf 

Thus the TAtm^chxxs of the Archbijhop of Czm- 
bray appears to me of the Epic Kind^ as well as 
the Odyffey of Homer ; indeed , it is much fairer 
and more reafonable to give it a Name common with 
that Species from which it differs only in a fingle 
In/lance^ than to confound it with thofe 'u^hich it 
refembles in no other. Such are thofe voluminous 
Works commonly called Komznces, namely, Clelia, 
Cleopatra, Aftraea, Caffandra, the Grand Cyrus, 
and innumerable others^ which contain^ as I ap-^ 
prehendy very little Injlru^ion or Entertainment. 

Now a comic Romance is a comic Epic-Poem in 
Profe \ differing from Comedy y as the ferious Epic

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preface; 

from Tragedy : its ABion being more extended and 
comprehenjive ; containing a much larger Circle of 
Incidents^ and introducing a greater Variety of 
Chara£fers. It differs from the ferious Romance 
in its Fable and Adtion^ in this ; that as in the one 
ihefe are grave and folemn^ fo in the other they an 
light and ridiculous ; // differs in its CharaSferSy 
by introducing Perf&ns of inferior Rank^ and con^ 
feqventlyy of inferior Manners^ whereas the grave 
Romance fets the higheji before us j lajily^ in its 
Sentiments and Diifion ; by preferving the Ludi- 
crous in/lead of the Sublime, In the Di^fion^ I 
think ^ Burlefque itfelf may be fometimes admitted ; 
of which many Injiances will occur in this TForky 
as in the Defcription of the Battles^ and fome other 
Places J not neceffary to he pointed out to the Claffi- 
cal Reader ; for whofe Entertainment thofe ParO" 
dies or Burlefque Imitations are chiefly calculated. 

But tho* we have fometimes admitted this in our 
DiSiiony we have carefully excluded it from our 
Sentiments and Chara^ers : for there it is never 
properly introduced, nnlefs in Writings of the Bur^ 
lefque Kind^ which this is not intended to be. In- 
deedy no two Species of Writing can differ more 
widely than the Comic and the Burlefque : for as 
the latter is ever the Exhibition of what is mon- 
flrous and unnaturali and where our Delight, if 
we examine it^ arifes from the fur prizing Abfurdi* 
tjy as in appropriating the Manners of the highefi

the hwefty or I converfo j > intbef^rmir^ wg 
Jbould iver confine mrfdvisjirialy to Nature^ from 
the juft Imitation of wbich^ will flow all thi PUa* 
fun wi can this way convey to a fenfihU Reader. 
Jnd perhaps there is one Reafon why a Comic Wri^ 
Urjhould of all others he the leajl excufedfor devi- 
ating from Nature^ fmce it may not he always f9 
eafy for a ferious Poet to meet with the Great 
and the Admirable j but Life every where furnijhes 
an accurate Obferver with the Ridiculous. 

I have hinted this little concerning Burkfque ; 
becaufe^ I have often heard that Name given to 
Performances which have been truly of the Comic 
Kindy from the Author* s having fometimes admitted 
it in his Di£fion only j which^ as it is the Drefs 
of Poetry J doth^ like the Drefs of Men ^ eftablijb 
Chara^ersy {the one of the whole Poem^ and the 
ether of the whole Man) in vulgar Opinion^ be- 
yond any of their greaUr Excellencies : But furely^ 
a certain Drollery in Stile^ where the Chara^ers 
and Sentiments are perfeSily natural^ no more con- 
Jlitutes the Burlefque^ than an empty Pomp and 
Dignity of fVords^ where every thing elfe is mean 
and lowy can entitle any Performance to the Ap* 
pellatim of thetrue Sublime. 

And I apprehend^ w^ £^rrf Shafteftury'i Cj^/- 
nion of mere Burlefque agrees with miney when he 
ajerts. There is no fuch Thiog to be found in 

the 
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the Writings of the Ancienfs. But perhaps, I 
have lefs Abhorrence than he profejfesfor it : and 
that not ^hecaufe I have had fome little Succefs on 
the Stage this Way ; hut rather , as it contributes 
more to exquijite Mirth and Laughter than any 
other ; and thefe are probably more wholefome Phy-- 
Jicforthe Mind, and condute better to purge away 
Spleen, Melancholy and illJffeSf ions than is gene^ 
rally imagined. Nay, I will appeal t9 common 
Obfervationy whether the fame Companies are not 
found more full of Good Humour and Benevolence, 
after they have been fiueetened for two or three 
Hours with Entertainments of this Kind, than 
when four ed by a tragedy or a grave LeSfure. 

But to illujtrate all this by another Science, in 
which,' perhaps^ we Jhall fee the DiJlin£iion more 
elearlj and plainly : Let us examine the Works" of 
a Comic HI ft ory ^Painter, with thofe Performances 
which the Italians r^// Caricatura ; where we Jhall 
find the true Excellence of the former to confiji in 
the exa6iejl copying of Nature \ infomuch, that a 
judicious Eye injlantly rejects any thing outre ; any ■ 
Liberty which the Painter hath taken with the 
Features of that Alma Mater. — Whereas in the 
Caricatura we allow all Licence. Its Jim is to ex^ 
hibit Monjiers not Men ; and all Dijlortions and 
Exaggerations whatever are within its proper Pro-- 
vince, '

Now what Caricatitra is in Paintings Bvrhfqu^, 
is in JVriting \ and in the fame manner the Comic 
Writer and Painter correlate to each other. And 
here I Jhall obferve^ that^ a* in the former the 
Painter f^ems to have the Advantage % foit is in 
the latter infinitely on the Side of the Writer : for 
the Monffarous is much eafier to paint than defcrihe^ 
and the Ridiculous to defcribe than faint. 

And tho' perhaps this latter Species d^ not in 
either Science fo Jlrongly affeU and agitate the 
MufcUs as the other ; yet it will be owned j I be-- 
tievey that a more rational and ufeful Pleafure a- 
rifes to us from it^ He who Jhould call the Ingeni- 
ous Hogarth a Burlefpu Painter j would^ in my 
Opiniony do him very little Honour : for fure it is 
much eafier y much lefs the Subject of Adnuration^ 
to paint a Man with a Nofe^ or any other Feature 
ofaprepofterous Size^ or to expofe him in fame at- 
furd or mwfirous Attitude^ than to exprefs the Af* 
fe£iions of Men on Canvas, It hath been thought 
a vajl Commendation of a Painter ^ to fay his Fi" 
gures iieem to breathe ; but furely it is a much 
greater and nobler Applaufe^ that they appear t^ 
think. 

But to return'^^The Ridiculous onfy^ as I have 
before fa id y falls within my Province in the prefent 
Work.^Nor will fome Explanation oftl^f Word

BifidtSy it may feem remarkable j that Ariflotle, 
who is fo fond and freo of Definitions^ bath not 
thought proper to define the Ridiculous. Indeed^ 
where he tells us it is proper to Comedy j he bath 
remarked that Villainy is net its ObjeSl : but ht 
bath noiy as I remember^ pofitively ajferted what 
is. Nor doth the Abbe Belle^de, who bath 
writ a Treatife on this SubfeSf^ tho* he Jbews iu 
many Species of itj once trace it to its Fotmtain. 

The onkf Source of tbe true- Ridieulous (as it 
etppears to me) is Affeitation. But tbo* it arifes 
from one Spring only \ tohenwe confider tbe inf^ 
nite Streams into which this one branches^ we 
JkfiU'pfifentfy ceafe to admire at tbe copious Field

it affords to an Obferver. Now Affeeiation pro-' 
ceeds from one ofthefe two Caufes j Fanity or Hy^ 
pocrify : For as Vanity puts us on offering falfe 
Chara^fers^ in order to purchafe Applaufe \ fo 
Hypocrify fets us on an Endeavour to avoid Cen-^ 
fure^ by concealing our Vices under an Appearance 
of their oppojite Virtues. And tbo* thefe tw^ 
Caufes are often confounded^ (for there is fome Dijffr^ 
cnlty in diflinguijhirtg them) yety as they proceed 
from very different Motives i fo they are as clearly 
diftinit in their Operations: For indeed^ the Af* 
fetation which arifes from Vanity is luarer to 
Truth than the other ; as it hath not that violent 
Repignancy of Nature to Jiruggle with, which 
that of the Hypocrite hath. It may he likewife 
notedy that AffeSiation doth not imply an abfolute 
Negation of thofe ^alitres which are affe3ed : 
and therefore^ tho- when it proceeds from Hypo^ 
crify^ it be nearly allied to Deceit ; yet when it 
comes from Vanity only^ it partakes of the Nature 
of OJfentation : for injiance^ the AffeSiation of Li- 
berality in a vain Man differs vifihly from the 
fame Affe6iatim in the Avaricious 5 jfer tho* the 
vain Man is not what be would- appear, or hath 
not the Virtue he affect i, to the Degree he would be 
thought to have it ; yet it fits lefs aukwardly on 
him than on the avaricious Man^ who is the very 
Reverfe of what he would feem to be. 

From the Difcovery of this AffeSiation arifes 
the Ridiculous — which always Jirikes the Reader.

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With Surprizg and PUafure \ and that in a bigbif 
and Jlrongir Degra whtn thi Jffieiaiien arifa 
from Hypocrify^ than wbtn from Vanity : for ta 
dif cover any one to be tbe exa£f R^erfe of wbat b^ 
offers J is more furprizing^ and confequently nwi 
ridiculous^ tban to find btm a little deficient in tbe 
^ality be defires tbe Reputation of. Imigbt oh' 
ferve^ tbat our Ben Johnfon, wbo of all Men 
underJiiMd tbe Ridiculous tbe hefty batb cbiefiy 
ufed tbe hypocritical JffeHation. 

Now from Affe£iation only^ tbe Misfortunes 
and Calamities of Lifo^ or the Imperfe£tions of 
Nature^ may become tbe Obfeffs of Ridicule. 
Surely be bath a very ill framed Alind^ wbo can 
hoi en Vgline/sy Infirmity^ or Pvoertyy as riScu^ 
loui in thefufehes : nor do I believe any Man liv^ 
mg wbo meets a dirty Fellow riding through tb$ 
Streets in a Cartj is Jhruck with an Idea of tb^ 
Ridiculms from it ; but if bo fl>ould fee the fame 
Figure defcend from bis Coach and Six ^ or hit 
from bis Chair with bis Hat under his Arm^ be 
would thm begin to lau^y and wiA Ju/Hce* In 
tbe fame manner y were we ta enter a poor Houfe^ 
and behold a wretched Fanily Jhisjering with Cold 
and langii^ng with Hunger y it would not incUne 
us to Laughter^ (at kaji we mujl have very dia* 
bolical Natures y if it would:) hut fl>ould we dif-^ 
cover there a Gratey inftead of Coals y adoniedwitb

hoards 9r any other AffeStatim of Riches andtinery 
either on their Per Jons or in their Furniture \ tuie 
might then indeed be excufed for ridiculing Jo fan-^ 
tajlical an Appearance. Much lefs are natural 
ImperfeSfions the Objelf of Derifion : hui when 
Uglinefs aims at the Applaufe of Beauty^ or Lame-' 
nefs endeavours to difplay Agility \ itjs then that 
thefe unfortunati Circumftancesy which at firji 
moved our CompaJJion^ tend only to raife our 
Mirth. 

The Poet carries this very far ; 

None are for b^ing what they are in Fault, 
But for not being what they would he thoughts 

fybere if the Metre would fufer the Word Ridi- 
culous to elofe the firjl Lim^ the Thought would 
be rather more proper. Great Vices are the proper 
Objects of our Diteftationy fmaller Faults of our 
Pity : but Affectation appears to mi the only tnu 
Source, of the Ridiculous^ 

But perhaps it may be objeiied to me^ that I 
have againft my own RuUs introduced ViceSy and 
of a very black Kind into this Work. To which I 
Jball anjwer : Firft^ that it is very difficult :to pur^' 
fue a Series of human Actions and keep dear from 
them. Secondly y that the Vices to be found bere^ 
are rather the accidental Confequences of fome hu- 
man Frailty or Foible, than Caufes habitually. 

exi/iing 
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€xi fling in the Mind. Thirdly ^ That they are ne- 
'Ver fet forth as the OhjeSis af Ridicule but Dete- 
Jiation, FouHhly^ That they are mv^r the prin- 
cipal Figure at that Time on the Scene j and Jqflly^ 
They Tiever produce the intended EviL 

Having thus difiinguijhed'jok^th Andrews yr9« 
ihe ProduSlions of Romance Writers on the one 
Hand^ and Burlefque Writers on the other ^ and 
given fome few very Jbort Hints (for I intended no 
more) of this Species of Writing j which I have af» 
firmed to he hitherto unattempted in our Language i 
I Jhall leave to my good-natured Reader to apply 
my Piece to my Ohfervations^ and will detain him 
no longer than with a Word concerning ihe Cha- 
racers in this Work. 

And here I folemnly protejij I have no Intention 
to vilify or afperfe any one : for iho" every thing 
is copied from the Book of Nature^ and fcarce a 
CharaSier or Action produced which 1 have not ta- 
ken from my own Obfervations and Experience j yet 
I have ufed the utmaji Care to obfcure the Perfons 
by fucb different Circumflances^ Degrees ^ and Co- 
loursy that it will be impoffthle to guefs at them with 
any Degree of Certainty ; and if it ever happens 
otherwife^ it is only where the Failure chara^fe-- 
rized is fo minute y that it is a, Foible only which 
the Party himfelf may laugh at as well as any 
other.

Of writing Lives in general j and particularly 
of Pamela ; with a Word by the bye ef 
Collcy Cibbcr 4ind others. 

IT is a trite but true Obfervation) that Exam- 
pies work more forcibly on the Mind than 
Precepts : And if this be juft in what is odi- 
ous and blameable, it is more ftrongly fo in 
what is amiable and praife- worthy . Here Emula- 
tion^ moft efFe<9:ually operates upon us, and in* 
fpircs our Imitation in an irrefiftible manner. A 
good Man therefore is a ftanding Lcflbn to all hit 
Vol, I. B Acquain- 
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Acquaintance, and of far greater Ufe in thatnar-? 
row Circle than a good Book. 

But as it often happens that the beft Men are 
but little known, and confequently cannot extend 
the Ufefulnefs of iheir Examples a great way ^ the 
Writer may be called in aid to fpread their Hifto- 
ry farther, and to prefent the amiable Piftures to 
thofc who have not the Happinefs of knowing the 
Originals ; and fo, by communicating fuch valua- 
ble Patterns to the World, he may perhaps do 
a more extcnfive Service to Mankind than the 
Perfon whofe Life originally aiForded the Pattern, 

In this Light I have always regarded thofe Bi- 
ographers who have recorded the Aflions of great 
3nd worthy Perfons of both Sexes. Not to men- 
tion thofe antient Writers which of late days are 
little read, being written inobfolete, and as they 
are generally thought, unintelligible Languages, 
(uth as Plutarch^ Nepas^ and others which I heard 
of in my Youth ; our own |!yanguage affords ma- 
ny of excellent Ufe and Inftruflion, finely calcu- 
lated to fow the Seeds of Virtue in Youth, and 
very eafy to be comprehended by Perfons of mo- 
derate Capacity. Such are the Hiflory of John 
she Greaty who, by his brave and heroic A&ions 
againft Men of large and athletic Bodies, obtained 
the glorious Appellation of the Gmnt-kilUr ; that of 
an Earl of JVarwick^ whofe Chriftian Name was 
Guy ; the Lives of Argalm and P^ r/A^«/tf,andabovc 
all, the Hiftory of thofe feven worthy Perfonages, 
the Champions of Chrijiendom, In .all thefe. De- 
light is mixed with Inftrudtion, and the Reader is 
jdmoft as much improved as entertained* 

But I pais by thefe and many others, to men- 
tion two Books lately publifhed, which rcprefent 
an admirable Pattern of the Amiable in either Sex. 

The 
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The former of thefe which deals ia Male*v}rlac> 
was written by the great Peribnhimfelf, wholivoj 
the Life he hath recorded^ and is by many thought 
to have lived fuch a Life only in order to write it* 
The other is conununicated to us 'by an Hiftorian 
who borr^wshisLights, as the common Method 
is, from authentic Papers and Records. IThe 
Reader, I befieve, already conje£turiSS, I mean 
the Lives of Mr. ColUy Cibbn-y and of Mrs. Pamela 
Andrews. How artfully doth the former, by in- 
iinuating that he efiaped being promoted to the 
higheft Stations in Church and State, teach us % 
Contempt of worldly Grandeur I how firongly 
doth he inculcate an abfolute Submiffion to our 
Superiors ! LafUy, how completely doth he arm 
us agatnft fo uneafy, fo wretched a Faffion as the 
Fear of Shame ! how clearly doth he expofe the 
Emptinefs and Vanity of ^at Fantom, Reputa- 
tion ! 

What the Female Rea&rs are taught by the 
yixmdiis of Mx^. Andrews y is fo well ^t forth in 
the excellent Efiafs or Letters prefixed to the fe- 
cond and fuUequent Editions of that Work, that 
k would be here aneedlefs Repetition. The au- 
thentic Hiftory with which I now prefent the Pub- 
lic, is an Inftance of the great Good that Book 
is likely to do, and of the Prevalence of Example 
which I have juft obferved: Since it will appear 
that it was by keeping the excellent Pattern of his 
Sifter's Virtues before his Eyes, that Mr. Jofepb 
^ Andrews was chiefly enabled to preferve. his Pu- 

rity in the midft of fuch great Temptations. I 
{hall only add, that this Charader of Male-cha- 
fiity, tiao' doubtlefs as defirable and becoming in 
one Part of the human Species, as in the other^ 
is almoft >the only Virtiie which the great Apolo- 
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gift hath not given himfelf for the fake of giving 
Che Example to bis Readers.

pR. yefeph Andrews^ the Hero of our enfa^ ' 

ing Hiftory, was efteemed to be the only 

[>n of Gafiar and Gammer Anireun^ and Bro« 
ther to the iUuftrious Pamela^ whofe Virtue is at 
prefent fo famous. As to his Ancefiors, we have 
iearched with great Diligence, but£ttie Soccefs; 
being unable to trace them forther than his Great 
Grandfather, who, as. an eldeily Perfon in the 
Parifh remembers to have heard his Father fay, 
ivas an e^^cellent Cudgel-player. Whether he had 
any Anceftois before this, we muft leave to tbe 
Opinion of our curious Reader, finding nothing 
of fufficient Certainty to rdyon. However, we 
^ cannot>omit infertins an Epitaph which an inga:u* 
' ous P nend of ours hath communicated ; 

« 
Stay Traveller y for underneath this Pew 
Lies fajl ajleep that merry Man Andrew ; 
When the laji Da/ s great Sun fhall gild tbeSiies^ 
Then hejballfrom bis Tomb get up and rife. 
Be merry while thou canft : For furely thou 
Shall Jhortly be as fad as he is now. 

The Words are almoft out of the Stone with An-» 
^iquity. But it is peedlefs to obferve, xhzi Andrew 
here is writ withOuil an #f: andis'befidcsa ChrL4 
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ftianName, My Friend moreover conjedure* 
this to have been the Founder of that Se£k of 
laughing Philofophers, fince called Msrry An^ 
drews. 

To wave- therefore a Circumftance, which, 
tho' mentioned in conformity to the exa£t Rules 
of Biography, is not greatly material ; I proceed 
to things of moreconfequence. Indeed it i» fuf- 
iiciently certain, that be had as many Anceftorfr 
as the bed Man living ; and perhaps, if we look 
£ve or fix hundred Years backwards, might be 
related to fome Perions of very great Figure at 
prefent, whofe Anceftors within half the laft Cen-* 
tury are buried in as great Obfcurity. But fuppofe 
for Argument's fake we (hould admit that he had 
no Anceftors at all, but had fprung. up, according 
to the modern Phrafe, out of a Dunghil, as the 
Atbemans pretended they themfelvet did from the 
Earth, wouid jiot this * Jutci^ns have been juft- 
ly entitled to all the Praife arifing from his own 
Virtues i Would it not be hard, that a Man who 
hath noAnceftors, (hould therefore be rendered in* 
capable of acquiring Honour ; when we fee fo ma* 
ny who have no Virtues, enjoying the Honour of 
their. Forefathers? At ten Years old (by which 
time his Education was advanced to Writing and 
Reading) he was bound an Apprentice, according 
ta the &atute, .to Sir Thomas Booby an Uncle o{ 
Mr. Boobfi by the Father's Side. ^itThomas hav- 
ing then an Eftate in his own Hands, the young 
Andrews V9ZS at firft employed in what, in the 
Country they c^\ keeping Birds. His Office was 
to perform the Part the Antients affigned to the 
God PriapuSj which Deity the Moderns call by 
the Name of Jaci-o* Lent : But his Vdce being 

# la KngUp, fprung from a Duflthil. 

B3 fo 
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fo extremely mufical, that it rather allured the 
Birds than terrified them, he was foon tranfplant* 
ed from the Fields into jjie Dog-kemieU where 
he was placed undef the Huntfman, and made 
what Sportfmen term a Whipper-in. For this 
Place likewife the Sweetnefs of hb Voice difquali- 
Jied him 5 the Dogs preferring the Melody of his 
chiding to all the alluring Notes of the Huntf- 
man, who foon became fo incenfed at it, that he 
4efired Sir Thomas to provide other wife for him ; 
and conflantly laid every Fauit the Dog? were at, 
to the Account of the poor Boy, who was now - 
tranfplanted to the Stable* Here he foon gave ' 
Proofs of Strength and Agility, beyond his Years, 
and conftantly rode the moft fpirited and vicious 
Horfes to water with an Intrepidity which furpriz* 
ed every one. While he was in this Station, he 
rode feveral Raceii^ for Sir Tbornai^ and this with 
fuchEsqperlneisaiuiSucceis, that the neighbouring • 
Gentleman frequently fdicited the Knight, to per- 
mit little Joi^ {for fo ht Was called) to ridethdr 
Matches. The beft Gamefters, before they l^d 
their Money, always enquired which Hotfe little > 
y^ was to ride ; and the Betts were rather pro- ^^ 
portioned by the Rider than by the Horfe himfeif ; 
efpedally after he bad fcomfully refufed a confide** 
ra^le Bribe to play booty on futh an Occafton. ' 
l^his extremely raifed his Character, and fo plea- 
fed thb Lady Bodiy^ that (he defired to have him, 
(being :naw Seventeen Years of Age) for her own 
Toot^ioy. 

Joey was now preferred from the Stable toat* 
tend on his Lady^ to g6 on her Errands, ftand 
behind her Chair, wait at her Tea-table, and car- 
ry her Prayer- Book to Church 5 at which Place^ 
liis Voice gave him anOpportunity of diftij)gui(h- 
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ing himfelf by finging Pfalms : he behaved like* 
wife in every other refpeft fo well at divine Ser- 
vice, that it recommended him to the Notice o** 
Mr. Abraham Adams the Curate, who took an 
Opportunity oiie Day, as he was drinking a Cup 
of Ale in ?i\tThomas*z Kitchin, to alk the young 
Man feveral Queftions concerning Religion ; with 
his Anfwers to which he was wonderfully pleafed, 

CHAP. III.. 

Of Mr. Abraham Adams the CuraU^ Mrs. 
Slipflop fbe Cbambermaid^ and others. 

MR. Abraham /fdams was an excellent Scho- 
lar. He was a perfed Mailer of the Greet 
and Latin Languages ; to which he added a great 
Share of Knowledge in the Oriental Tongues, 
and could read and tranfiate French^ Italian and 
Spanifl). He had applied naany Years to the moft* 
fevere Study, and had treafured up a Fund of 
Learning rarely to be met with in a Univerfity* 
He was befides a Man of good Senfe, good Parts, 
and good Nature ; but was at die fiime time as en- 
tfarcly ignorant of the Way« of this World, as an 
Infant juft entered into it could poffibly be. As^ 
he had never any Intention to deceive, fo he never 
fulpeded fucfa a Defign in others. He was generous^ 
friendly and brave to an Excefs ; but Simplicity ' 
was his Charaderiftick : he did, no more than ^ 
Mr. CoUey Cibber^ apprehend any fuch PaiEons a» 
Malice and Envy to exift in Mankind, which was 
indeed le{s remarkable in a Country Parfon than 
in a Gentleman who hath paft his Life behind the 
Scenes, a Place which hath been feldom thought 
the School of Innocence ; and where a very little 
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Obfervation would have convinced the great Ape* 
logift, that thofe Paffions have a real Exiftence ia 
the human Mind. 

His Virtue and his other Qualifications^ as they 
rendered hkn equal to his Office ; fo they made 
him an agreeable and valuable Companion, and 
Iiad fo much endeared and well recommended him 
to a Bifliop ; that at the Age of Fifty, he was 

Jrovided with a handfome Income of twenty- three 
bunds a Year ; which however, he could not 
make any great Figure with : becaufe he lived in a 
dear Country, and was a little incumbered with a 
Wife and fix Children. 

It was this Gentleman, who having, as I hare 
laid, obferved the fingularDevotion of young jfr^ 
drews^ had found means to queftion him concern- 
ing feveral Particulars ; as how many Books there 
were in the New Teftament ? which were they ? 
how many Chapters they contained ? and fuch like^ 
to all which Mr.Jdams privately faid, he anfwered 
much better than Sir Thomas^ or two other neigh- 
bouring Juftices of the Peace could probably have 
done. 
. Mr. Adams was wonderfully folicitous to know 
at what Time, and by what Opportunity the 
Youth became acquainted with thefe Matters: 
jfoey told him, that he had very. early learnt to read 
and write by the Goodnefs of his Father^ who, 
though he hadnotlntereft enough to g^thim into 
a Charity Schoql, becaufe a Coufin of his Father's 
Landlord did not vote on the right Side for a 
Church-warden in a Borough-Town, yet had 
been himfelf at the Expcnce of Sixpence a Week 
for his Learning. He told him likewife, that ever 
iince he was in Sir 7%0;72tfi's Family, he had em-> 
ployed all his Hours of I^ure in reading good 

Books i 
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Books ; that he had read the Bible, the whole Du* 
ty of Man, and Thomas a Kempis; and that a' 
okcn as he could, without being perceived, he had 
ftadied a great good Book which lay open in the 
Hall Window, where he had read, as bow ikg^ 
Devil carried away half a Church in Sermm-time^ 
without hurting one of the Congregation ; and as 
bow a Field of Conn ran axvay down a Hill with 
all the Trees upon ity and covered another Man*s 
Meadow. This fufficiently aflured Mr. Jdams^ 
that the good Book meant could be np oth^rthan- 
Baker^s Chronicle^ 

The Curate^ furprized to find fuch Inftances o£ 
Induftry and Application in a young Man, who* 
bad never met with the leaft Encouragement^ 
aiked him, if he did. not extremely regret the 
want of a liberal Education, and the not having; 
been born of Parents, who might have indulged 
bis Talents and Defire of Knowledge ? To whicb 
be anfwered, < He hoped he had profited fome-* 
^ what better from the Books he had read, than 
* to lament his Condition in this World. That 
f for his part,, he was perfedly content with the 
^ State to which he was called, that he (hould 
f endeavour to improve his Talent, which was 
f all required of him, but not repine at his owa 
«- Lot, nor envy thofe of his Betters** • Welt 
5 faid, my Lad, replied the Curate,^ and £ 
^ wi(h fome who have read many more good 
.^ Books, nay, and fome who have written good^ 
^ Books themfelves,. had profited fo much by 
« them.' 

Adams had no nearer AcceOI X,o^\x Thomas or 
flay. Lady, than through the Waiting-Gentle won 
man : For Sir Thomas was too apt to efiimate 
Men merely by their Dre(s, or Fortune i and my 
I , . B S Lady 
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Lady ^afe a Woman of Gaiety, who had been 
h\tk'A with a Town-Education, and never %okJ 
of an]^ of hef Countty Neighbours by any other 
AppetkatioA than that of The Brutes. They both 
r^arded tbt Curate as a kind of Domeftic ovAj^ 
bcTongittg «io the Farfon of the Pariflb, who was at 
this tihie at vari^rtice with the Knight; fbr the 
ParfcMi had fcir many YeStfs lived im ^ eohftimt 
Slaieof CivM War, or, which is perhaps asbad, 
of CWa Law, with Sir Timas feimfelf and the 
Tenants of hisMaflor. The Foundation of this 
Quarrel was a Modus, by fetting which afide, ait 
Adl^antage of fcveral Shttlings per Annum would 
have accrued to the Reftor : but he had not yet 
been able to accompli his Purpofe ; and had reap- 
ed hitherto nothing better from the Suits than the 
Pleafure (which he ufed indeed frequently to fay 
wasnofmatl one) of reflcfling that he had utterly 
undone many of the poor Tenants, tho' he had 
at the fame time greatly impoverifhed himfelf* 

Mrs. Slipfiopiht Waiting-Gentlewoman, being 
bcrfelf the Daughter of a Curate, preferved fome 
Refped for Adatm \ flie profefled great Regard 
for his Learning,, and would frequently difpute 
with him on Points of Theology ; but always in- 
fifted on a Deference to be paid to hei Under-* 
ftanding, as flie had been frequently at London^ 
and knew more of the World than a Country Par* 
fon could pretend to. 

She had in thcfe Difputes a particular Advan- 
tage over Aiami : for Oie was a mighty AfFcfter 
of bard Words, which ihe u(ed in fiich a manner^ 
that the Parfon, who durft not offend her by cal- 
fing her Words in queftlon, was frequently at 
fome Lofs to guefs her Meaning, and would have 
beea much lei guzskd by an i^^^ornManufcr pt« 
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Adami dierefore look an Opportunity one Dttjrt 
sfter a pretty^ long Difcourfe with her on die 
EJJence^ (or, as (he pleafed to term it, the InanctX! 
of Matter, to mention the Cafe of young ^Ai- 
dr£fvs ; defiring her to recommend Mm to her 
Lady as a Youth very fufceptible of Leamiflg»* 
and one whofe Infirudion in Latin he would him- 
felf undertake ; by which means be might be qua- 
lified for a higher Station than that of a Footman ^ 
and add^, file knewrt was in his Matter's Power 
cafily to provide for him in a better manner. He 
therefoie defired, that the Boy might be left be- 
faihd under his Care. 

< La, Mr. Adorns^ faid Mis. SKfJhpy do yom 
think my Lady will fuffer any PriambUs about 
any fuch Matter ? She is going to London very 
comifely^ and I am confidous would not leave 
Joey behind her on any account } for he is one 
of thegenteeleft young Fellows you may fee in 
a Summer's Eky, and I am confidous (he would 
as foon think of parting with a Pair of her Grey- 
Mares ; for ffae values herfelf as much on one 
as the other.' Adams would have interrupted, 
but file proceeded : * And why h Latin more nt* 
ceffitous for a Footman than a Gentleman ? It 
is very proper that you Clapgymen muft learn 
it, becaufe you can't preach without it : but I 
have heard Gentlemo* fay in London^ that it i» 
fit for nobody clfc. I am confidous my Lady 
would be angry with me for mentioning it ; and 
I frail draw myfelf into no fuch Dekmy/ At 
ivhich Words her Lady's Bell rung, and Mr. J^ 
'Aims was forced to rerfelFe ; nor could he gain a (e^ 
cond Opportunity with her before their London 
Jctimey, whidi ^lappened a few Days afterwards* 
Ho^ever^ Aniriws behaved veiy thankfully and 
B 6 gratefully 
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gratefully to him for his intended Kindnefs, which 
he told him he never would forget, and at the 
fym^ time received from the good Man many Ad- 
monitions concerning the Regulation of his future 
Conduct, and his Perfeverance in Innocence and 
Induftry« 

CHAP IV. 

What happened after their Joumej to Lon- 
don. 

NO fooner was^oung Jndrews arrived at Leu" . 
don^ than he began to fcFape an Acquaint- 
sHKe with his party-coiour'd Brethren, who en* 
deavour'd to make him defpife his former Courfe- 
of Life«^ His Hair was cut after the neweft Fa- 
ihion, and became his chief Care ; He went 
abroad with it all the Morning in Papers, and dreft^ 
it out in the Afternooa.

His Lady, who had often faid of him that Jot^ 
was the handfomeft and genteeleft Footman ia 
the Kingdom, but that it was pity he wanted 
Spirit, began now to find that Fault no longer; 
on the contrary, ibe was frequently heard to cry 
out. Aye there is fame Life in this Felhw. She 
plainly faw the Effedls which the Town-Air hath 
en the foberell Confticutions. She would now 
Walk out with him Into Hyde-Pari in a Morning, 
and when tired, which happened almoft every 
Minute, would lean on his Arm, and converfe 
with him in great Familiarity. Whenever flie 
fiept out of her Coach, flie would take him. bjf 
the Hand, and fometimes, for fear of ilumbling^ 
prefs it very hard ; (he admitted him to- deliver 
Meflages at her Bed-fide in a Morning, leei'd at 
him at Table, and indulged him in all thofe in- 
nocent Freedoms which Women pf Figure may 
permit without the leaft Sully of their Virtue. 

But tho' their Virtue remains unfullied ; yet 
now and then fome Tmall Arrows will glance on 
the Shadow of it, their Reputation ; and fo it 
fell opt to Lady Boobyy who happened to be 
walking Arm- in- Arm with y$ey one Morning in 
Hyde-Parky when Lady Tittle and Lady iMttk 
came accidentally by in their Coach, Blefs mej 
fays Lady Tittle^ can I believe my Eyes ? h that 
Lady Booby ? Surely^ /ays Tattle. But what 
makes youfurprized ? Why^ is not that her Footman^ 
reply*d Tittle ? At which Tattle laughed and cry- 
cd. Ah old Buftnefsy I ajfure ycu^ is it pojfible yott 
fhould not have heard it ? The whale Town hath 
known it this half Year. The Confequcnce of this 
Interview was. a Whifper through a hundred Vi- 

fits. 
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fits, which were feparatdy performed by the two* 
Ladies * the fame Afternoon, and might have had 
a mifchievous Effcfi, had it not been ftopt by two 
frefh Reputations which were pubhfhed the Day 
afterwards, and engrofled the whole Talk of the 
Town. 

But whatever Opinion or Sufpicion the fcanda- 
lous Inclination of Defamers might entertain of 
Lady Boohy*% innocent Freedoms, it is certain they 
made no Impreffion on young Andrews ^ who ne-

As when a hungry Tiereis, who long has tra« 
trerfed the Woods in fruiueis Search, fees within 
,the Reach of her Claws a Lamb, flie prqmres 
to leap on her Prey ; or as a voracious Pike^ of 
immenfe Size, furveys through the liquid £le» 
ment a Roach or Gudgpon, which cannot e(cape 
her Jaws, q[>ens them wide to fwallow the Uttle 
Fi(h; fo did Mrs. SUpJlop prepare to lay her 
violent amorous Hands on the poor Jofeph^ when 
luckily her Miftrels's Bell rung, and delivered the 
intended Martyr from her Qutcbes. She was ob- 
liged to leave him abruptly, and to defer the Exe- 
cution of her Purpofe till fome other Time. We 
Ihall therefore return to the Lady B^eiy^ and 
give our Reader fome Account of her Behaviour, 
after flie was left by Jofipb in » Temper of Mind 
not greatly different from that of the inflamed 
Slipflop.

And as for Jcfepb^ you may difcard him too/ 
Would your LadyOiip have him paid off imme- 
diately ? ' cries Slip/op^ • for perhaps, when 
Betty is gone, he may mend ; and really the 
Boy is a good Servant, and a ftrong healthy 
lufckus Boy enough.* * This Morning,* an- 
fwered the Lady with fome Vehemence. * I wifli 
Madam,' cticsSlipJhpy * your Lad) (hip would 
be fo sood as to try him a little longer.* ' I 
will not have my Commands difputed,* faid the 
Lady i ' fure you arc not fond of him yourfelf.* 
« I Madam ? * cries SUpJlep^ reddening, if not 
'blu^ng> * I fliould be furry to think your Lady- 

* fliip 
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* fliip had any ReaTon to rej^^ me of Fondneft 

* for a Fellow ; and if it be your Pleafute, I flialt 
^ fulfil it with as much reniif/tnci u poffibk/ 
^ As little, I fuppofe you mean.' (aid the Lady ; 
^ and fo about it mftantly/ Mrs. SUpJhp went 
out, and the Lady had fcarce taken two turns, be* 
fere Ihe feD to knocking and ringing widi great Vi« 
dence. i9/irg^<^ywhodidnotdavelpoft«>hafte,(bon 
returned, and was countermanded as to Jcfipb^ but 
ordered to {endBetty about her Buiinefs iritnoutDe* 
ky. ^le went out a fecond time with much greater 
Alacrity than before ; when the Lady began im-* 
mediately to accufe herfelf of want of Refolution* 
^ fo^ap^relhend the Return of her AfIe£Hon with 
its pernicious Confequenqes : {he therefore applied 
het%;lf again to die Bell, and refummoned Mrs# 
SKpJhp into her Prefence ; who again returned^ 
and was told by her Miftrefs, that fhe had confi- 
dered letter of the Matter, and was abfolutely re- 
folved to turn away J^feph ; which ihe ordered 
bertodo iihmedia(tely. SUpJhf, who knew the 
VioteriCe '6f her Lady's Temper, and would not 
vetitul'e her Place for any Jdonls or Htradts in the 
Univetfe, left her a third tiihe ; \iirhich ihe had no 
&)oner done, than the little God Cupidy fearing^ 
he had not yet done the Lady's Buiinefs, took » 
freih Artow with the iharpcft Point out of hisi 
Quivei*, and (hot i^ direftly into her Heart : in 
othelr and plainer Language, the Lady's Pafton 
got the better 6f her Reafoa She called back; 
Slipflop Gnct mott^ and told her, fhehad refolvedf 
to fee the Boy, and examine him herfelf; there- 
fore bid her fend him up. This wavering in her 
Mlit'rels's Temper probably put fohiething into 
the Waiting-GeAtlcwoman's Head, not ncceflary

bath fo diftorted the EngHjb Language, as thou 
doft metamorphofe and diftdrt the human Senfes* 

Thou putteft out our Eyes,- ftoppeft up our 
Ears, and takeft away the Power of our Noftrils ; 
fo that we can neither fee the.largeft Obje£i, bear 
the lovideft Noife, nor fmell the moft ppignaot 
Perfume.

Tou an 
ioldy areyouy you Rafcal! fays one of the Robbers, 
ril warm you with a Vengeance ; and, damning 
his Eyes, fnapt a Piftol at his Head : which he 
bad no fooner done, than the odicr kvell'd a 
Blow at him witji his Stick, which J^faphj who 
was expert at Cudgel-piaying, caught widi his> 
and returned the Favour fo fuccefsfuUy on his Ad- 
ver&ry, that he laid him fprawling at his Feet, 
and at the fame Inftant received a Blow from be- 
hind,, with the Butt-end of a Piftol from the other 
Villain, which felled him to the Ground, aod 
totally deprived him of bis Senfes. 
. The Thief, who had been knocked down,

^ Man, who belonged to the Law anfwered, * He 
^ withed they had pafied by without taking an3r 

< Notice : But that now they might be proved to 

< have been ia/i in ha Comptrny ; if he fhould die»

< der. He thettefore thobght it advifable to £ive 

* the poor Creature's Life, for their own fakes^

* fore of Opinion^ to take the Man into the G>ach, 

* and carry him to the next Inn.' The Lady in- 
y fitted , ^That he fhould not come into the Coach • 

< That if they lifted him in, ihe would herielf 

* alight : for (he had rather flay in that Place to 

* allEtemrty, thaif ride with a naked Man.' The 
^' Coachdian objeded, ^ That he could not fufier 

* him to be taken in, unlefs fomebody would pay 
^ a ShiUing for his Carriage the four Miles. 
Which the two Gentlemen refufed to do. But 
the Lawyer, who was afraid of (omeMifchief 
happening to himfelf if the Wretch was left be- 
hind in .that Condition, faying, no Man could be

Fare ; tiU partly abrm«l by tte Threats of the 
one,' and partly by diePromifes <rf die other* and 
heing perhaps a littU moved with Compaffion at 
the poor Creatore's Condition, who flood bleed* 
ing and ihiveiiii| with the Cold, h^ at length a- 
ffjreeds and Jyepb was now advatadng to the 
VQOch, where feeing the l^idy, who ndd die 
Sticks of her Fan befoie hst Eyes, he ablblatelf 
zeAifedy milerahle as be was, td enter, linlefi he 
was- ftiniiflied with fiiffident Covering, fe prevent 
giving die leaft Ofeice to Decency. So perfefily 
modeft was this young Man ; fuch mi^ty "ESkSbi 
had die fpodefe Example of the amiable Pi»mAr,' 
and the exodlent Senliona of Mr. JUams vmiaght 
upon him. 

Though there were fevend Great Coots about 
dnTCbacb, it was not esify to get over this Difli*^ 
ddty which Jofepb h^d ftartcd. The two Gen- 
demen complained they were cold, and coold not 
fpare a Rag \ the Man of Wit iaying, with a 
Lamgh, A>at Charity began at b9tm\ and SeCoadh^ 
man. Who had two great CoatsTpreadntuier Mm, 
refufed to lend either, left they ihouM be made 
bloody ; the Lady's Footman ddiiedto be exotf* 
edfor die fiime Reafon, which die lady herfi^, 
notvHthftanding her Abhbxrenee of a naled Man, 
approved: and it is more thahr probable, poor^a* 
f9fb^ Who obftinately adhered td bis modeftRefo^ 
lution, muft have pdiihed, unlefi the Foftilfoif, 
(a Lad wbd bath been fmoe tranlported for hibbiaqg 
srHeA-rooft) badvdttiitai%.&i(«pffa^MO^ 

his 
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his only Garment, at the fame time fwcaring a 
great Oath (for which he was rebuked by the Paf- 
fengers) * That he would rather ride in his Shirt 
< aH his Life, than faiFer a Fellow-Crfeature to 
* lie in fo miferablc a Condition/ 

Jofephj having put on the great Goat, was 
lifted into thq Coach, which now proceeded on its 
Jl>urney. He declared himfelf almoft dead with 
the Cold, which gave the Man of Wit an occaficn 
to a(k the Lady, if (he could not accommodate 
him with a Dram. She anfwered with feme Re- 
fentment, ^ She wondered at his afking her dich 
< a Queftion 5 but iaffured hini fhe never tafted 
*any fuch thing.* 

The Lawyer was enquiring into the Circum- 
fhmces of the Robbery, when the Coach ftopt, 
and one of the Ruffians putting a Pidol in, de- 
manded their Money of the Paflengers; who 
readily gave it them ; and the Lady, in her 
Fright, delivered up a little filver Bottle, of a- 
boot a half-pint Size, which the Rogue, clapping 
. it to his Mouth, and drmking her Health, de- 
clared held fome of the beft Nantes he had ever 
tafted : this the Lady afterv/irds aflured th©^ Com- 
pany was the Mirtake of her Maid ; for that flie 
had ordered her to fill the Bottle with Hungary * 
Water. 

As foon as the Fellows were departed, th^

< fhould be no Danger of an Eje^ment ;* with an 
Inundation of the Uke Gibberiih, which he con- 
tinned to vent till the Coach arrived at an Inn* 
where one Servant-Maid only was up in readinefi 
to attend the Coachman, and furniiH him with 
cpld Meat and a Dram, fofeph deilred to alight, 
and that he might have a Bed prepared for him, 
which the Maid readily promifed to perform; 
and being a good-natured Wench, and not to 
ftiueamiflias the Lady had been, ihe dapt a large 
Faggot on the Fire, and furnifliing Jofepb with 
a great Coat belonging to one of the Hoftlers, 
defired him to fit down and warm himfelf, whilft 
il^e made bis Bed, The C^bm^Da in the m^a 

time^ 
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time> took an Opportunity to call up a Surgeon» 
who lived within a few Doors : after which, he 
reminded his Paflengers how late the^ were, and 
after they bad taken Leave of Jojepb^ hurried 
them off as £aft as he could. 

The Wench foon got Jofeph to Bed, and pro- 
itiifed to ufe her Intereft to borrow him a Shirt ^ 
but ima^ned, as ihe afterwards faid, by his be- 
ing fo bloody, that he nuift be a dead Man :

4'day! and then ordered the Girl to carry him, 
one of his own Shirts. 

Mrs* ToW'Woufe was juft awake, and had 
ftretched out her Arms in vain to fold her depart-i 
ed IJufband, when the Maid entered the Room*

« I will throw the Chamber- Pot at your Head. 

• Go, fend your Mafter to me/ ' Yes Madam,* 
anfwcred Betty, As foon as he came in, (he thus 
began : * What the Devil do you mean by this, 
< Mr. ToW'Woufe ? Am I to buy Shirts to lend 

to a Set of fcabby Rafcals ?* « My Dear, faid 
yb.T<nV'Woufej this is a poor Wretch/ 'Yes, 
fays (he, I know it is a poor Wretch ; but what 
the Devil have we to do with poor Wretches ? 
The Law makes us provide for too many al- 
ready. We (hall have thirty or forty poor 
Wretches in red Coats (hortly/ « My Dear, 
cries Tow-woufsy this Man -hath been robbed 
of all he hath/ ' Well then, fays (he, where's 
his Money to pay his Reckoning ?

Hearty and no Villain can ever tear it thence. 

Jvfepb defiled Paper and Bens to write a Let* 
ter, but they were refufed him; and he wail 
advifed to ufe all his Endeavours to compofe him- 
felf. They theft left him ; and Mr. Tow-woufe 
fent to a Clergyman to come and adminifter his 
good Offices to the Soul of poor Jofephj fince 
the Surgeon defpaired of making ai^ fuccelsful 
Applications to his Body* 

Mr. Barnabas (for that was the Clergyman's 
Name) came as foon as fent for ; and having 
firftdrankaDiOxof Tea with die Landlady, an|i 

after- 
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afterwards a Bowl of Punch with the Landlords 
he walked up to the Room where Jofipb lay : 
but, findii^ him afleep, returned to take the 
other Sneaker ; which when he had finiflied, 
he again crept foftly up to the Chamber-Door^ 
and, having opened it, heard the fick Man talk- 
ing to himfelf in the following Manner :

* would have been a Paradtfe ; I could have lived 

* with thee in the loweft Cottage, without envy- 

< ing the Palaces, the Dainties, or the Riches df 
« any Man breathing. But I muft leave thee, leavb 

* thee for ever, my deareft Angel ! I muft think 
* * of another World ; and I heartily pray thoCi 

< may'ft meet Comfort in this.' —Barnahas thought 
he had heard enough ; fo down flairs he went, 

D 4 and 
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and tMTow-wotdfe he could do his Gucft no Ser- 
vice : for that he was very light-headed, and had 
uttered nothing but a Rhapfody of Nonfcnfe all 
the time he flayed in the Room. 

The Surgeon returned in the Afternoon, and 
found his Patient in a higher Fever, as he faid, 
than when he left him, though not delirious : for 
xK)twithftanding Mr. Barnahm*^ Opmion, be had 
not been once out of his Senfes fincie his Arrival 
at the Inn.

Barnahat 
faid, * That fuch Fears argued a Diffidence and 

* Defpondence very 'criminal 5 that he muftdiveft 

* himfelr of all human Paffions* and fix his Heart 

* above/ J^/A anfwered, ' That was what he 

• defir^ed 
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* defired to do, ?nd (hould be obliged, to him;- if 

• he would enable h»m to accomplifti it.' Barna^ 
has replied, ' That muft be done by Grace.* Joz 
feph befought him to difcover how he might attain 
It. Barnabas anfwered, * By Prayer and Faith.' 
He then queftioned him concefning his Forgive- 
jfiefs of the Thieves. Jofeph anfwered, * He feared 

* that was more than be could do : for nothing 

* would give him more Pleafure than to hear they. 

* were taken, '^ ' That,' cries Barnabah, * is for 
« the fake of Juftice.' * Yes,' faid Jofephy < but 

* if I was to meet them again, I am afraid I 

* (hould attack them, and kill them too, if I 

* could.' * Doubtlers,^ anfwered iSarwi^j, • it 

* islawful'to kill a. Thief: but can you fay,» you 

* forgive them as a Chrittian ought ?' fofeph de- 
fired to know what that Forgivenefs was. * That

•^ forgive- them as a Chriftian.' y^/J^A replieJ; 

* He forgaveth'erti as much as be could. * Well, 

* well,' (dXfl Barnabas^ ' that will do.* * He then 

* demanded of hiiri^ if he remembered any more 

* Sins unrepented of; ancf if he did, he de- 

* fired him to make hafte and repent of them 
.* as fad as he could : that they might repeat over 

*- a few Prayers together. J.ofepb anfwered, * He 
< could not recoiled): anygreatCrimeshehadbeen 
^ guilty of, and that thofe he had committed he 

* was fmcerely forry for.' Barnabas faid that was 
enough, and then proceeded ta Prayer with all the 
Expedition he was Matter of ; fome Company 
then waiting for him bdow in the Parlour, where 
the IngredientS\^for Punch were all in Readinefs ; 
but no one would fqueeze the Oranges till he

< ing. I defire no fuch Gentlemen (hould ever call 
c at the Dragm^ (which it feems was the Sign 
of the Inn.) 

The Gentleman lately arrived diicovered a 
great deal of Emotion at the Diftre(s of this poor 
Creature, whom he obferved to be (alien not int6 
the moft companionate Hands. And indeed, if 
Mrs. ToW'Woufe had given no Utterance to the 
Sweetnels of her Temper, Nature had taken fuch 
Pains in her Countenance, that Hogarth himfelf 
never g^ve more Expreffion to a Pidure. 

Ifer Perfon was (hort, thin, and crooked. Her 
Forehead projeAed in the middle, and thence de- 
fcended in a Declivity to the Top of her Nofe, 
which was (harp and red, and would have hung 
over her Lips, bad not Nature turned up the end 
of it. Her Lips were two Bits of Skin, which, 
whenever (he fpoke, (he drew together in a Purfe. 
Her Chin was picked \ and at ^e upper end of 
that Skin, which compofed her Cheeks, ftood twt> 
Bones, that almoft hid a Pair of fmaU red Eyes. 
Add to this a Voice moft wonderfully adapted to 
the Sentiments it was to convey, being both loud 
and boarfe. 

It is not eafy to fay, whether the Gentleman 

had conceited a greater Diflike for bis Landlady, 
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or Compaffion for her unhappy GaeR. He en* 
quired very earneftly of the Surgeon, who vi^ad' 
now come into the Kitchin, Whether he had any 
Hopes of his Recovery ? he begged him to ufe ait 
pofiible means towards it, telling him, ^ it was the

• ceffitous/ The Surgeon anfwered, * he fhoulcl 

• take proper Care: but he defied all the Sur-

• Wounds ?•— ' Why, do you know any thing of 

• Wounds ?* fays the Surgeon (winking upon 
Mrs, ToW'Woufe) * Sir, I have a fmall fmattering 

• in SurgeryV anfweied the Gentleman. * A fmat- 

• tering,. — ho, ho^ ho f* &.id the Surgeon, ' I 

• believe it is a fmattering indeed.' 

The Company were all attentive, expeding to 
hear the DoStoXy who was what they call a dry 
Fellow, e?epofe the Gentleman. 

He began therefore with an Air of Triumphi: 
I fuppofe, Sirj. you have travelled/ * No really 
Sir,* faid the Gentleman. * Ho ! then yott 
have praflifed in the Hofpitals perhaps/ — * No^ 
Sir/ Hum ! not that neither ? * Whence, Sir, 
thea, if I may be fo bold to enquire, have you 
got your Knowledge ia Surgery ?' *^ Sir,* an*- 
fwered the <jemleman, < I do not pretend to 
much ; but, the little I know I have from 
Books * ^ Books V cries the Dodor,— ^ What 
I fuppofe you have xezA Galen and Hippocrates !*^ 
No, Sir,*" faid the Gentleman. * How ! you 
underftand Surgery,' anfwers theDoftor, « and 
not read Galen and Hippocrates /' > Sir,' cries 
he other, * 1 believe there are many Surgeons 
who have never lead thefc Authors/ ^ I be- 
3 • lifivc 
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* lievc fo too/ fays the Do<Etor, * more (bame 

* for them : but thanks to my Education , I havfe 

* them by heart, and very feWom go without them 

* both in my Pocket.* * They are pretty largie 

* Books,' faid the Gentleman. * Aye, faid the 
Do6lor, ' 1 believe I know how large they are 

* better than you.' (At which he fell a winking, 
and the whole Company burft into a Laugh.) 

Th^ Doftor purfuing his IViumph alked the 
Gentleman, ^ if he did not underftand Phyfic sTs 
« well as Surgery.' Rather better/ anfwered the 

* Gentleman. * Aye, like enough,' cries the 
Dodor, with a Wink. * Why, I know a little 

* of Phyfic too.' * I wifli I knew half fo much,' 
faid Tow-weufej * I'd never wear an Apron again.' 

* Why, I believe. Landlord,' cries the Dod^or, 

* there arc few Men, tho'Ifayit, within twelve 

* Miles of the Place, that handJe a Fever bet- 

* ter. — Veniente accurriie niorbo : That is my Me- 

* thod. — I fuppofe. Brother, you underftand La^ 
« tin ?' * A little,' fays the Gentleman^ * Aye, 

* and Greek now Pll warrant you : Ton dapamib^^ 

* minos polajlofboio Thalajfes. But I have almoft 

* forgot thcle things, I could haverepeated Homer 

* by heart once.'— Ifags I the Gentleman has 

* caught a Traytor,^ fays Mrs. Tow^woufey at 
which they all fell a laughing. 

The Gentleman, who had<not the leaft AfFec* 
tion for joking, very contentedly fufiered the 
Jio&ox to enjoy his Vidory ; which he did with 
no fmall Satisfaction : and having fufficiently 
founded his Depth, told him, * he was thoroughly 

* convinced of his great Learning and Abilities ; 
< and that he would be obliged to him, if he 
^ would let him know his Opinion of his Patients 
« Cafe above Stairs/ « Sir/ fays the Do6lor, •his 

* Cafe

He was proceeding in this learned manner^ 
when a mighty Noife intenrupted htm. Sooie 
young Fellows in the Neighbourhood had taken 
one of the Thieves, and were bringtag him into 
the Inn. Betty ran up Stairs with this News to 
Jofepb\ who begged they might fearcb for a lit- 
Ue Piece of broken Gold, which had a Ribband 
ded to it, and which he could fwear to amongft 
all the Hoards of the richeft Men tn the Uni- 
vcrfe. 

Notwithfiandtng die Fellow's perfifting in his 
Innocence, the Mob were very bu(y in fearching 
him, and prefently among other things-pulled out 
the Piece of Gold juft mentioned ; which BeHy 
no fooner faw than (he laid violent Hands on it, and 
conveyed it up to Jcfepb^ who received it with

He was accordingly conducted up by Btity. : 
9ut what) Reader, wa9 the Surprise on both fides, 
whea he faw Jofeph was the Perfon in Bed ; and 
when ^ofeph diJfcov:ered the Face of his good 
Friend Mr. Abraham Adams J 

It would be impertinent to infert a Difcourie 
which chiefly turned on th^ relation of Matters air 
ready well luiown to the Reader : for as foon as the 
Curate had fatisfied Jofeph concerning the per&d 
Health of his Famiy^ he was oa his fide very iiv 
quifidye into all thePartkular? which had produced 
tins unfortunate Accident. 

To return therefore to the Kitchin, where a 

great Variety of Company were now aiTembled 
om all the Rooms of the Houfe, as well as the 
Neighbourhood : fo much Delight do Men tabs 
so contemplating. the Countenance of a Thief: 

Mr* Tow-woufc began to rub his Hands with 
pleafiire^ at feeing fo large an Affembly; who 
would, he hoped, (hortly adjourn into ieveral 
Apartments, in order to difcourfe over the Robr 
bery, and drink a Health to all honeft Men. 
But Mrs. Tow-woufsj who& Misfortune it was 
commonly to fee Things a little perverfely, began 
to rail at thofe who brought the Fellow into heir 
Houfe ; telling her Hufband, ^ they were very 
^ likely to thrive, wbokeptaHouieof Ent^rtain- 
• ment for Beggars and Thieves/ 

The Mob bad now finiflied their Search ; and 
could find nothing about the Captive likely to 
prove any Evidence : for as to the Clothes, tko^ 
the Mob were very well fatisfied with that Proofs 
yet, as the Surgeon obferved, they could not 
convi^ hioij becaufe they were, not found in his 

Cuftodyi 
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Cuftady ; to which Barnabas agreed, and addecf^ 
that thefe were Bona fFaviata^ and belonged to 
the Lord of the Manor. 

• * How, fays the Surgeon, do you fay thefe 
Goods belong to the Lord of the Manor?* 
I do,' cried Barnabas. * Then I deny it,' 
lays the Surgeon. * What can the Lord of the 
Manor have to do in the Cafe ? Will any one 
attempt to perfuade me that what a Man finds 
is not his own ?' * I have heard, (fays an old 
Fellow in the Corner) Jiiftice Wife one fay, 
that if every Man had his Right, whatever is 
found belongs to the King of London* * That 
may be true, fays Barnabas ^ in fome fenft : 
for the Law makes a diiFerence between Things 
ftolen, and' thhig$ found: for a thing. v^y be 
ftolen that never is^ found ; and a thing may be 
found that never was ftolen. Now Goods that 
are both Aolen and' found are Waviata \ and 
they belong to the Lord of the Manor.' * So 
the Lord of the Manor is the Receiver of ftolen 
Goodsj' (fays theDodtor); at which there wa». 
a univerfal Laugh, being firft begun by himfelf. 

While the Prifoner, by perfifting in his Inno* 
cence, had almoft (as there was no Evidence 
againft him) brought over Barnabas^ the Sur- 
jgeon, ToW'Woufey and feveral others to his Side^ 
Betty informed them, that they had over-looked 
a little Piece of Gold, which ftie had carried up t9 
the Man in bed ; and which he offered to fwcar to 
amongft a Million, aye, amongft ten Thoufand. 
This immediately turned the Scale againft the 
Prifoner. J and every one now. concluded him, 
guilty. It was refolved therefore, to keep him 
fecured that Night, and early in the Morning to

Shewing bow Mrs. Tow-woufe was a litth 
moltified ; and bow officious Mr. Barnabas 
and tbe Surgeon were to profecute the 
Tbief: Witb a Dijfertation accounting for 
tbeir Zeal^ and that of many other Perfons 
not mentioned in this Hijiorj. 

JDETTTtold her Miftrefe, (he believed the Man 
■*^ in Bed was a greater Man than they took 
him for : for, befides the extreme Wbitenefs of 
bis Skin, and the Softnefs of his Hands, (he 
obferved a very great Familiarity between the 
Gentteman and him ; and added, (he was certaii^ 
they were intimate Acquaintance, if not Rela- 
tions. 

This fomcwh^t abated the Severity of Mrs, 
TwO'Woufi^s Countenance. She feid, * God for- 

< bid (be (hould not difcharge the Duty of a 

* Chriftian, (ince the poor Gentleman was 

* brought to her Houfe. She bad ^ natural An^ 

* tipathy to Vagabonds : but could pity the Mis-. 

< fortunes of a Chriftian as fopn 9&- another.': 
Tow-woufe faid, * If the Traveller be a Gentle- 
' man, tho' he hath no Money about him now^ 

< we (ball moft likely be paid htreafter ; fo you 

* may begin to fcore whenever you will/ Mrs, 
Tow-woufe anfwered. Hold your fimple Tongud 

* and don't inltru6^ me in my Budnefs. I am 
' furc I am forry for the Gentleman's Misfor- 

* tune with all my Heart ; and I hope the Vil- 

* lain who hatb ufed him fo barbaroufly, will be. 

* hangect 
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* hanged. Betty ^ go, fee what he wants. God 

* foxbid he (hould want any diing in my Houfe.' 
Barnabas and the Surgeon went up to Jofeph^ 

to fiitisfy themielves concerning the Piece of 
Gold. Jofeph was with Difficulty prevailed upon 
to (hew it them; but would by no Entreaties 
he brought to deliver it out of his own Poflfef&on. 
He however attefted this to be the fame which 
had been taken from him ; and Betty was ready 
to fwear to the finding it on the Thief. 

The only Difficulty that remained, was how 
tx> produce this Gold before the Juftice : for as 
to carrying Jcfeph bimfelf^ it feemed impoffible ; 
nor was there any great likelihood of obtaining 
k from him : for he had faftened it with a Rib- 
band to bis Arm, and folemnly vowed, that no- 
thing but iKefiftible Force ihould ever feparate 
tfiem ; in which Refelution, Mr. Adams ^ dencb- 
ing a Fift rather lefs than the Knuckle of an Ox> 
d^lared he would fupport him. 

A Difpute arofe on this Occafion concemtn|; 
Evidence, not very neceflary to be related here ; 
after which the Surgeon drefsM Mr. J^eph^% 
Head ; ftill perfifting in the imminent Chmger 
in which his Patient lay ; but concluding with 
a- very important Look^ ^ diat he began to have 
*" ibfne Hopes ; that he fliould fend htm a Sana^ 

< ti'vefip^ri/er^us'Drzvight^ and would fee him in 

< the Morning.* After which Barnabas and he 
departed, and left Mr. Jofeph and Mr. Adams to^ 
gether. 

Adams informed Jofeph of Ae occafion of this 
Journey which he was making to London^ name« 
ly to puUifli three Volumes of Sermons ; bein| 
encouraged^ he^feid, by an Adverttfement lately 
fet forth by a Societjt of BookfcUers^ who pro* 

poftd 
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fded to purchafe any G>pies offered to them» at a 
Price to be fettled by two Perfons : but tho' he 
imagined he fhould get a confiderable Sum of 
Money on this pccafion, which bis Family were 
in urgent need of> he protefted he would not 
leave jofeph in tns piefent Condition : finally, he 
told him, * he had nine Shillings and three-pence 

* half-penny in bis Pocket, which be was weloon^ 
^ to ufe as he pleafbd/ 

This Goodneis of Par(bn Jdamt brought Teaia 
inta Jofiph'^ Eyes ; he dedaoed^ be had now ^ 

< iecond BLeafon to defurfe Life, that he ^ might 
^ (hew his Gratitude to fuch a Friead.' Adams 
bade bixn ' be chea^fMl S for that he plainly faw 
^ the Sur^on, befides bis Ignorance, defired to 

* make a Merit of curing hin;i, tbo' the Wounds 

* in his Head, he perceived, were by no meaiis 

* dangerous ^ that be was convinqed he bad no 

* Fever, and doubted not but be would be able 
^ to travel in a Day or two/ 

Thcfe Words infufed a Spirit into Jtfftb ; he 
&id, * he found himfe)f very fore from the ^ruifes, 

* but had no reafon to thinjc any of his Bones in* 
^ jnred, or that he had received any Harm ki 

* bislniide; vnleis that be felt Ibmetbing vecy 

* 9dd in his Stoo^cb : but he knew not whe- 
^ dher th^ might not arife from npt having eaten 

* one Morfel for above twenty-four Hours/ Be- 
ing then aflced if be had any Inclination to eat, 
he anfwered in the affirmative. Then Parfon y/- 
datns defired him to name what he bad the greateil 
Fancy for $ whether a poached Egg, or Chicken* 
broth : he anfwered, * he could eat both very 

< well ^ but that he ieemed to have the greateft 
^ Appetite for a piece of boiled Beef and Cab« 
« bage.' 

Adams 
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Mams was plcafcd with fo pcrfcft a Confirma- 
tion that he had not the Icaft Fever: but advifed 
him to a lighter Diet, for that Evening. He 
accordingly eat cither a Rabbit or a Fowl, I ne- 
ver could with any tolerable Certainty difcovcr 
which ; after this he was by Mrs. T^w-woufe^s 
Order conveyed into a better Bed, and equipped 
with one of her Huft>and's Shirts. 

In the Morning early, Barnabas and the Sur- 
geon came to the Inn, in order ^to fee the Thief 
conveyed before the Jufticc; They had ton- 
fumed the whole Night in debating what Mea- 
fures they fhould take to produce the piece of 
Gold in Evidence againft him: for they were 
both extremely zealous in the Bufinefs^ tho' nei- 
ther of them were in the leaft interefted in the 
Profecution ; neither of them had ever received 
any privatie Iryury from the Fellow, nor had ei- 
ther of them ever been fufpcfted of loving the 
Public well enough, to give them a 'Sermon or a 
Dafe of Phyfic for nothing. 

To help our Reader therefore as much as pof- 
fible to account for this Zeal, we muft inform 
him, that, as this Parifh was^fo unfortunate as to 
have no Lawyer in it; there had been a conftant 
Contention between the two DoAors', (piritual 
and phyfical, concerning their Abilities in a Scf- 
*ence, in which, as neither of them profefled it^ 
they bad equal Pretenfions to difputc each other's 
Opinions. Thefe Difputes were carried on with. 
great Contempt on both Sides, and hadalmoft di- 
vided the Parifli ; Mr. Tvuuwouje and one half 
of the Neighbours inclining to the Surgeon, and 
Mrs. ToW'Woufe with the other half to the Par- 
fon. The Surgeon drew his Knowledge frorti 
thofe ineftimable Fountains, called the Attorney^ 
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Foeket'Companion^ and Mr." Jacobs Law^Tahles ; 
Barnabas trufted entirely to fFood*sIn/iitutes. It 
happened on this Occafion, as was pretty fre- 
quently the Cafe, that thefe two learned Men 
differed about the Sufficiency of Evidence : the 
DoSor being of Opinion, that the Maid's Oath 
would convid the Prifoner without producing the 
Gold i the Parfon, e coTttra, iotis viribus. To 
difplay their Parts therefore before the Juflice and 
the Parifli was the fole Motive, which we can 
difcover, to this Zeal, which both of them pre- 
tended to have for public Juftice. 

O Vanity ! how little is thy Force acknow- 
ledged, or thy Operations difcerned ! How wan- 
tonly doft thoii deceive Mjfnkind under different 
Pifguifes.! Sometimes thou doft wear the Face 
of Pity, fometimes of Gencrofity : nay, thou 
haft the Aflurance even to put on thofe glorious 
Ornaments which belong only to heroic Virtue. 
Thou odious, deformed Mgiifter ! whom Priefls 
have railed at, Philofophers dcfpifed, a^d Poets 
ridiculed : Is there a Wretch fo abandoned as to 
oyin thee for an Acquaintance in public ? yet, 
how^few will refufe to enjoy thee in private ? 
pay, thou art the Purfuit of moft Men through 
their Lives. The greateft Villainies are daily 
practiced to. pleafe thee : nor is the meaneft Thief 
below, or (he greateft Hero above thy Notice. 
Thy Embraces are ofccn the fole Aim and folc 
Reward of the private Robbery, and' the plun-, 
dered Province. It i^ to pamper up thee, thou 
Harlot, that we attempt to withdraw from others 
what we do not want, or to with-hold from 
them what they do. All our Paffions are th/ 
Slaves. Avarice itfelf is often np more than thy 
^and-maidy and evea Luft thy Pimp. Tliefiulljr 

Fear, 
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Fear, like a Coward, flies before thee, and Joy 
and Grief hide their Heads in thy Prefence. 

I know thou wilt think, that whilft I abufe 
thee, I court thee; and that thy Love hath in- 
ipired me to write this iarcaftical Panegyric on 
diee : but thou are deceived, I value thee not of 
a Fartf)ing ; nor will it give me any Pab, if thou 
ihouldft prevail on the Reader to cenfure this 
Digreffion as arrant Nonfenfe : for know to thy 
Confiifion, that I have introduced thee for no 
other Purpofe than to lengthen out a fhort Chap- 
ter s and fo I return to my Hiftory. 

CHAP. XVI. 

The Efcape of the Thief. Mr. AdamsV 
Difappointment. The Arrival of two ve^ 
ry extravdinary Perfonages^ and the Intro^ 
duSion of Par/on Adams to Parfon^t^ 
nabas. 

BArnalas and the Surgeon being returned, as 
we have faid^ to the Inn, in order to con* 
vey the Thief before the Juftice, were greatly 
concerned to find a fmall Accident had happened^ 
which fomewhat difconcerted them ; and diis 
was no other than the Thiefs Efcape, who had 
modeftly withdrawn himfelf by Night, declining 
all Oftentation, and not chufmg, in imitation of 
fome great Men, to diftinguifli himfelf at the Ex- 
pence of being pointed at. 

When the Company had retired the Evening 
before, the Thief was detained in a Room where 
die Conflable> and one of the young Fellows 

Who 
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who took htm, were planted as his Guard. A* 
bout the fecond Watch, a general Complaint of 
Drowth was made both by the Prilbner and his 
Keepers. Among whom it was at laft agreed^ 
that the Conftable fliould remain on Duty, and 
the young Fellow call up the Tapfter ; in which 
Difpofition the latter apprehended not the leaft 
Dangor, as the Conflable was well armted, and 
could befides ealily fummon him back to his Af* 
fiflance, if the Prifoner made die leaft Attempt 
to gain his Liberty. 

The young Fellow had not long left the Room^ 
before it came into the Conftable's Head, that 
the Prilbner might leap on him by furprize, and 
thereby, preventing him of the ufe of his Wea* 
pons, efpecially the long StaiF in which he duefly 
confided, might reduce the Succefs of a Strug^e 
to an equal Chance. He wifely therefore, to 
prevent ^is Inconvenience, flipt out 6f the Room 
himfelf and locked the Door, waiting without 
with his Staff in his Hand, reauiy lifted to fell the 
unhappy Prifoner, if by ill Fortune he (hould at- 
tempt to break out. 

But human Life, as hath been dtfcoveml by 
fome great Man or other, (for I would by no 
means be underftood to affect the Honour of 
making any fudi Difcovery) very much refembks 
a Game at Cbefi : for as in the liatter, while a 
Gamefter is too attentive to fecure himfelf very 
ffirongly on one fide the Board, he is apt to leave 
an unguarded Opening on the other ; fo doth it 
often happen in Life; and fo did it happen on 
this Occaiion : for whilft the cautious Conftable 
with fuch wonderful Sagacity had po&fled himfelf 
of theDoor^ 1^ twit unbapp^^ forgot the Win^- 
dow» 

The 
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The Thief, who played on the other fide, no 
foonef perceived this Opening, than he began to 
move that way ; and finding the PafTage eafy, he 
tpok with him the young Fellow's Hat; and 
without any Ceremony flepped into the Street, 
and made the heft of his Way. 

The young Fellow returning with a double 
Mug of ftrong Beer, was a little furprized to find 
the Gonflable at the Door j but much more fo, 
when, the Door being opened, he perceived the 
Prifoner had made his Efcape, and which way. 
He threw down the Beer, and without uttering 
any thing to the Conftable, except a hearty Curfe 
or two, he nimbly leapt out at the Window, and 
went again in purfuit of his Prey ; being very un- 
willing to lofe the Reward which he had afliired 
himfelf of. 

The Conftable hath not been difcharged of 
Siufpicion on this account : It hath been faid, that 
not being concerned in the taking the Thief, he 
could not have been entitled to any part of the 
Rew:ard, if he had been convicted ; that the 
Thief had feveral Guineas in his Pocket ; that it 
was very unlikely he (hould have been guilty of 
fuch an Overfight ; that his Pretence for leaving 
the Room was abfurd ; that it was bis conftant 
Maxim, that a wife Man never refufed Money 
pn any Conditions ; that at every Eledion he al- 
ways had fold his Vote to both Parties, ^V. 

But notwithftanding thefe and many other fuch 
Auctions, I am fufficiently convinced of his In- 
nocence ; having been pofitively aflured of it, by 
thofe who received their Informations from bis 
own Mouth } which, in the Opinion of fome 
Moder/189 is the beft and indeed only E^vidence. 

All 
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All the Family were now up, and with many 
others alTembled in the Kitchin, where Mr. Tow^ 
vjQiuft was in fome Tribulation ; the Surgeon hav- 
ing declared, that by Law, he was liable to be 
indited for the Thiefs Efcape, as it was out of 
his Houfe : He was a little comforted however by 
Mr. Bamabas*s Opinion, that as the Efcape was 
by Night, the Indictment would not lie. 

Mrs. Tow-^oufe delivered herfelf in the follow- 
ing Words : * Sure never was fuch a Fool as my 
• Hufband ! would any other Perfon living have 
left a Man in the Cuftody of fuch a drunken^ 
drowfy Blockhead as Tom Suckbribe 5' (which 
was the Conftable's Name) * and if he could 
be indiSed without any Harm to his Wife and 
Children, I fliould be glad of it.* (Then the 
Bell rung in Jofepb's Room) Why Betty ^ John^ 
Chamberlain^ where the Devil are you all ? 
Have you no Ears, or no Confcience, not to 
tend the Sick better ? — See what the Gentle- 
man wants ; why don't you go yourfelf, Mr. 
Tow-woufe? but any one may die for you ; 
you have no more feeling than a Deal-Board* 
If a Man lived a Fortnight in your Houfe with- 
out fpending a Penny, you would never put him 
in mind of it. See whether he drinks Tea or 
CoflFee for Breakfaft.' ^ Yes, my Dear,' cry'd 
ToW'Woufe, She then alked the DQ<3:or and Mr. 
Barnabas what Morning's Drai^ht they chofc, 
who anfwered, they had a Pot of Syder-and at 
the Fire ; which we will leave them merry over, 
and return to Jofeph. 

He had rofe pretty early this Morning : but

Tow^woufe^ who was a little furprized at the 
Pawn, faid (and not without foiiie Truth) * That 

* he was no Judge of the Price of fuch kind of 
^ Gocxls : and as fos Money, he really was very 
^ fliort/ Adam anfwered, < Certainly be would 

* not 
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^ not fcruple to lend him three Guineas, on what 
« was undoubtedly worth at leaft ten.' The 
Landlord replied, < He did not brieve he had fe 

< much Money in the Houfe, and befides he was 
^ to make up a Sum. He was very confident the 
* Books were of much higher Value, and hear- 

< tily forry it did not fuit him/ He then cryed 
out. Coming Sir ! though no body called ; and 
ran down Stairs without any Fear of breaking hb 
Neck. 

Poor Adams was extremely dejedled at thk 
Difappointment, nor knew he what farther Stra* 
tagem to try. He immediately applied to his 
Pipe, his conftant Friend and Comfort in his Af- 
flidions ; and leaning over the Rails, he devoted 
himfelf to Meditation, aififted by the infpiring 
Fumes of Tobacco.

* fhall Ihoot at my A — / * Done,' fays the 
Coachmaos * I'll pepper you better than ever you 

* was peppered by Jenny Bouncer.^ * Pepper your 

* Grandmother,' fays the other, * here's Tow^ 

* wcufe will let you fhoot at him for a Shilling a 

* time.* * I know his Honour better,' cries Tbw- 
^mufe^ * I never faw a furer fhoot at a Partridge. 

* Every Man mifles now and then; but if I could 
< {hoot half as well as his Honour, I would defire 

* no better Livelihood than I could get by my 

* Gun.' * Pox on you,' faid the Coachman, 

* you demolifh more Game now than your Head's 

* worth. There's a Bitch, Tow-woufe^ by G— 

* fhe never blinked * a Bird in her Life. * I have 

* a Puppy? not a Year old, fhall hunt widi her 

* for a hundred,* cries the other Gentleman. 

* Done,* fays the Coachman, * but you will be 

* pox'd before you make the Bett.' • If you have 

* a Mind for a Bett, cries the Coachman, I will 
^ match my fpotted Dog with your white Bitch 
« for a hundred, play or pay/ • Done,' fays the 
other, • and Til run Boldface againft Slouch with . 

* you for another.' ' No,* cries he from the 
Box, ^ hMtVll\tni\xxtMifs Jenny zgdATifi Bald- 

« To l^ink if a Term ufed to fignify the Dog*8 paflmg by a Vai 
W;^ut poiating at it* 
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• /ace^ or Hannibal either.' * Go to the Devil,* 
cries he from the Coach, ^ I will make every Belt 

• your own way, to be fure ! I will match Han^ 
< nihal with Slouch for a thoufand, if you darey 

• and I fay done fir ft.* 

They were now arrived, and the Reader will 
he very contented to leave them, and repair to the 
Kitchin, where Barnabas, the Surgeon, and an 
Excifeman were fmoaking their Pipes over fome 
Syder-and, and where the Servants, who attended 
the two noble Gentleo^en we have juft fecn zr 
light, were now arrived. 

* Toniy cries one of the Footmen, * there's 

• Parfon Adams fmoaking his Pipe in the Gallery.' 

• Yes/ fays Tom^ I pulled off my Hat to him, 

• and the Parfon fpoke to me.' 

• Is the Gentleman a Clergyman then ?* fays 
Barnabas^ (for his Caflbck had been tied up when 
firft he arrived.) *Yes, Sir,' anfwered the Foot- 
man, • and one there be but few like.' * Aye,* 
faid Barnabas^ * if I had known it fooner,rJt 

• fhould have defired his Company ; I would at- 

• ways {hew a proper Refpe<Sl for the Cloth ; but 

• what fay yow, Dodor, (hall we adjourn into a 

• Room, and invite him to take part of a Bowl of 

• Punch ?' 

This Propofal was immediately agreed to, and 
executed \ an.d Parfon Adams accepting the Invi- 
tation, much Civility pafled between the two Cler- 
gymen, who both declared the great Honour they 
had for the Cloth. They had not been long to- 
gether, before they entered into a Difcourfe on * 
fmall Tithes, which continued a full Hour, with- 
out the DoiSlor or Excifeman 's having one Op- 
portunity to offer a Word.

« pudence to refufe my Offer : by which means I 

< loft a good Living, that was afterwards given 

< away in Exchange for a Pointer, to one who — 
« but I will not fay any thing againft the Cloth. 
4 So you may guefe, Mr. Adams^ what you are 

< to expedt ; for if Sermons would have gone 

< down, I believe— I will not be vain : but to be 

< concife with you, three Bifliops faid, they were 
« the beft that ever were writ : but indeed there 
( are a pretty moderate Number printed already, 
i and not all fold yet.'—* Pray Sir, « faid Jdams^ 
K to what do you think the Numbers may a-» 
« mount to?' * Sir,^ anfwered jBtfr»^^<?5, *aBook^ 
♦ feller told me, he believed five thoufand Volumes 
% at leaft/ 'Five thoufand ! quoth the Surgeon, 

< what 
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< what can they be writ upon ? I remember, 

< when I was a Boy, I ufed to read one TiU^tfifC^ 
^ Sermons ; and I am fi^re, if a Man pra^ifed 
« half fo much as is Jn^e of thofe Sermons, he 

* will go to Heaven/ « Doftor,* cried Barna^ 
basj *' you have a proph^ne way of talking, for 

* which I muft reprove you. A Man can never 

* have his Duty too frequently inculcated into 

* him. And as for Tlllatfonj to be furehe wa« 

* a good Writer, and faid things very well : but 
f Compariibns are odious ; another Man may 
*" write as well as he.— I believe there are fome of 

* my Sermons,'— and then he applied the Candle 
to his Pipe.—' And I believe^ there are fome of 

* my Difcourfes,* cries Jdams, * which the Bi- 
*■ (hops would not think totally unworthy of being 

* printed ; and I have been informed^ I might 
« procure a very large Sum (indeed an immenfe 

* one) on th«n.' ' I doubt that ;' anfwered Bar'- 
tmbas : * howievcr, if yon defire to make fome 
« Money of them, perhaps you may fell them bf - 

* advertifing the Manufcript Sermons of a Clergy- 

* man lately deceafedy ail warranted Originals^ and 

* never friMed. And now I think of it, I {hoiHd 
« be oWiged to you^ if there be ever a Funeral 
< one among them, to lend it me : for I am this 

* very Day to preach a Funeral Sermon j for which 

* I have not penned a Line, though I am to hare 

* a double Price/ Adams anfwered, * He had 

* but one, which he feared would not fcrve his 

* Purpofe, being facred to the Memory of a Ma- 
« giftrate, who had exerted himfelf very fmga- 

* larly in the Prefervation of the Morality of his 

* Neighbours, infomuch that he had neither Alc- 

* houie, nor lewd Woman in theParifhwherche 

* lived/ -*• No,' replied Barnabas^ « that will 

E 4 « not 
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* not do quite fo well ; for the Deceafed upoiji 

* whofe ViituesI am to harangue, was a little 

* too much addiiSled to Liquor, and publickly kept 

* a Miftrefs. — I believe I muft take a common 

* Sermon* and truft to my Memory to introduce 

* fomcthing handfome on him/ -- ^ To your In- 

* vention rather,* (faid the Doftor) * your Me- 
« mory will be apter to put you out : for no Ma* 

* living remembers any thing good of him. 
With fuch. kind of fpiritual JDifcourfe, they 

emptied the Bowl of Punch, paid their Reckon- 
ing, and feparated : Adams and the Dodor went 
up to Jofeph i Parfon Barnabas departed to celc* 
brate the aforefaid Deceafed, and the Excifeman 
defcended Into the Cellar to gage the Veflels. 

Jofeph was now ready to fit down to a Loin 
of Mutton, and waited for Mr. Adamsy when he' 
and the Dodor came in. The Dodor having 
felt his Pulfe, and examined his Wounds, de- 
clared him much better, which he imputed to

bers, and was in a moft indigent Condition. 
< So that nothing/ fays he, * could be fo oppor- 

• tune, for the fupplying both our Neceffities, as 

* my niaking an immediate Bargain with you/ , 

As foon as he had feated himfelF, the Stranger 
began in thefe Words ; * Sir, I do not care 

* abfolutely to deny engaging in what my Friend 

• Mr. Barnabas recommends: but Sermons are 

• mere Drugs. The Trade is fo vaftly ftocked 

* with them, that really unlefs they come out 

• with the Name of Irhitefield or ffyifyj or 

* fome other fuch great Man, as a 6i£hop, or 

* thofe fort of People, I don't care to touch, un- 

* lefs now it was a Sermon preached on the 

* opth of January^ or we could fay in the Title 

• Jrage, publifhed at the earnefl Requeft of the 

• Congregation, or the Inhabitants : but truly for 

* a dry. Piece of Sermons, I had rather be excufed % 

• efpecially as my Hands are fo full at prefent. 
*• However, Sir, as Mr. Barnabas mentioned 

* them to me, I wilU ^ 7^^ pleafe, take the 

• Manufcript with me to Town, and fend you 

• my Opinion of it in a very fliort time.* 

O, faid Adams^ if you defire it, I will read 
two or three Difcourfes as a Specimen. This 
Barnabas^ who loved Sermons no better than a 
Grocer doth Figs, immediately obje£led to, and 
advifed Adams to let the Bookfeller have his Ser- 
mons; telling him, if he gave him a Direftioiif 
he might be certain of a fpcedy Anfwer : Adding, 
he need not fcruple tr lifting them in his Poflefii- 
on- No, feid the Bookfeller, if it was a Play 
that had been aSed twenty Nights together, I 
be]^eve it would be fafe, 

Adarn^ 
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Adams did not at all relifh the laft Expreffion ; 
he faid, he was forry to hear Sermons compared 
to Plays. * Not by me, I afllire you, cry*d the 

* Bookfeller, tho' I don't know whether the li- 

* cenfiiig h& may not (hortly bring them to the 

* fame Footing : but I have formerly known a. 

* hundred Guineas given for a Play—.* * More 

* fhame for thofe wha gave it,* cry*d Barnabas. 

* Why fo ?• faid the Bookfeller, * for they got 

* hundreds by it/ * But is there no Difference 
' between conveying good or ill Inflrudions to 

* Mankind ? ' faid Adams ; * would not an ho- 

* nefl: Mind rather lofe Money by tlie one, than 

* gain it by the other ? * If you can find any 

* fuch, I will not be their Hinderance/ anfwcr- 
cd the Bookfeller, « but I think thofe Perfons 

* who get by preaching Sermons, are the proper- 

* eft to lofe by printing them : for my part, the 

* Copy that fells beft, will be always the beft 

* Copy in my Opinion ; I am no Enemy to 

* Sermons but becaufe they don't fell : for { 

* would as foon print one of ff^hiteJielJ\ as any 

* Farce whatever.* 

♦ Whoever prints fuch heterodox Stuff ought 

* to be hanged,' fays Barnabas, * Sir, faid he, 
' turning to Adams^ this Fellow*s Writings (I 

* know not whether you have feen them) are le^-^ 

* veiled at the Clergy. He would reduce us to 

* the Example of the primitive Ages, forfoott f 

* and would infmuate to the People, that a Cler- 

* gyman ought to be always preaching and" pray- 

* ing He pretends to underftand the Scripture 

* literally, and would naake Mankind believe, 

* that the Poverty and low Eftatej^ which was 

* re:omm,nded to the Church in its Infancy, 

* and Wiis only temporary Doftrine adapted to 
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her under Perfecution, was to be preferved in 
her flourifbing and eftablifhed State. Sir, the 
Principles of. Toland^ fFoolJion^ and all the 
Free-Thinkers, are not calculated to do half 
the Mifchief, as thofe profefled by this Fellow 
and his Followers.' 

* Sir, anfwered Adams^ if Mr. Whitejield had 
carried his Do6lrine no farther than you men-< 
tion, I (hould have remained, as I once was^ 
his Well-wifliei*. :• i am myfelf as great an Ene- 
my to the Luxury and Splendor of the Clergy 
as he can be. I do not, more than he» by the 
flourlfliing Efiate of the Church, underhand 
the Palaces, Equipages, Drefs, Furniture, rich 
Dainties, and vaft Fortimes of her Minifters. 
Surely thofe things, which favour fo ftrongly of 
this World, become not the Servants of one who 
profefled his Kingdom was not qf it : but when 
he began to call Nonfenfe and Enthufiafm to 
his Aid, and fet up the deteftable DoSrine of 
Faith againft^Gbod Works, I was his Friend no 
longer 5 for furely, that DoSrine was coined 
in Hell, and one would think none but the 
Devil himfelf could have the Confidence to 
preach it. For can any thing be more dero- 
gatory to the Honour of God, than for Men 
to imagine that the All-wife Being will here- 
after fay to the Good and Virtuous, Notwith' 
Jianding the Purity of thy Lifey notwithjland' 
ing that conjlant Rule of Virtue and Goodnefs 
in which you walked upon Earthy Jtill as thou 
didfi not believe every thing in the true Orths" 
dox manner^ thy want of Faith Jhall condemn 
thee ? Or on the other fide, can any Doftrioe 
have a more pernicious Influence on Society, 
* than aPcrfuafion,^that it will te a good Plea 
^ , •for

At thefe Words Barnabas fell 
a ringing with all the Vblence imaginable ; upon 
"which a Servant attending, he bid him ^ bring a' 

* Bill immediately : for that he was in Compa* 

* ny, for aught he knew, with the Devil him- 

* felf ; and he expeded to hear the Alcoran, the 

* Leviathan, or fFoolJion commended, if he ftaid 

* a few Minutes longer/ Adams defired, • as he 

* was {b much moved at his mentioning a Book^ 

* which he did without apprehending any poiH- 

* bility of Offence, that he would be fo kind 

* to propofe any Objeftions he had to it, which 

* he would endeavour to anfwer/ * I propofe 

* Obje£lions !' faid Barnabas ^ • I never read a 

* Syllable in any fuch wicked Book ; I never 

* few it in my Life, I afTure you/— Adams wa^ 
going to anfwer, when a moft hideous Uproar ber 
gan in the Inn. Mrs. Tow-woufe^ Mr. Tiw- 
wwfe and Betty^ all lifting up their Voices toge^ 
ther : but Mrs. Tow-woufe's Voice, like a Bafs 
Viol in a Concert, was clearly and diftinSly dir 
ftinguifhed among the reft, and was heard to 
articulate the fbllowkig Sounds, — ^ O you damn'd 

* Villain, is this the Return to all the Care I 

* have taken of your Family ? This the Reward 

* of my Virtue ? Is this the manner in which 

* you behave to one who brought you a Fortune, 
' and preferred you to fo mafly Matches, all your 

* Betters ? To abufe my Bed, my own Bed, 
^ with my own Servant : but Til maul the Slut, 
< rU tear her nafty Eyes out ; was ever fuch a 

* pitiful Dog, to take up with fuch a mean Trol- 

* lop ? If fhe had been a Gentlewoman like my- 
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* fdf, it had been fome excufe; but a bqigarlj 

* faucy dirty Servant-iiiaid. — Get you out of my 

* Houfe, you Whore.' To which, Ihe added 
another Name, which we do not care to ftain 
our Paper with. It was a^ Monofyllable begin- 
ning with a B— ', and indeed was the fame, as if 
(he had pronounced the Words, She Dog. Which 
Term, we {hall, to avoid Offence, ufe on thb 
Occadon, tho* indeed both the Miflrefs and 
Maid uttered the above-mentioned B — , a Word 
extremely difguftfiil to Females of the lower fort. 
Betty had borne all hitherto with Patience, and 
had uttered only Lamentations : but the laft Ap- 
pellation flung her to the Quick, * I am a Wo- 

* man a» well as yourfelf,' fhe roared out, ^ and 

* no She Dog, and if I have been a little naugh- 
< ty, I am not the firfl ; if I have been no bet- 

* ter than I fhould be,' cries (he fobbing, * that's 

* no Reafon you (hould call me but of my Name ; 

* my Be-Betters are wo~worfe than me.* • Huz- 

* zy, huzzy,' fays Mrs. Tovo-woufe^ ^ have you 

* the Impudence to anfwer me ? Did I not catch 

* you, you faucy — ' and then again repeated the 
terrible Word fo odious to female Ears. * I can't 

* bear that Name,' anfwered Betty ^ * if I have 
•- been wicked, I am to anfwer for it myfelf in 

* the other World ; but I have done nothing 

* that's unnatural ; and I will go out of your 

* Houfe this Moment : for I will never be cal- 

* led Zhe Dog^ by any Miftrefs in England^ 
Mrs. Tow-woufe then armed herfelf with the 
Spit ; but was prevented from executing any 
dreadful Purpofe by Mr. Adams ^ who confined 
her Arms with the Streng.th of a Wrift which 
Hercules would not have been alhamed of. Mr. 
ToW'WQufe being caught, as our Lawyers exprefa 
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it, with the Manner, and having no Defence to 
make, very prudently withdrew himfelf, and 5^f- 
ty committed herfelf to the Protedion of the 
HofUer, who, tho' flie could not conceive him 
pleafed with what had happened, was in herO- 
pinion rather a gentler Beait than her Miftreis. 

Mrs* Tow-woufe^ at the Interceffion of Mr. 
jldams^ and finding the Enemy vaniChed, began 
to compofe herfelf, and at length recovered the 
ufual Serenity of her Temper, in which we will 
leave her, to open to the Reader the Steps which 
led to a Cataftrophe, cooimon enough, and co- 
mical enough too, perhaps in modern HiAory* 
yet often htaX to the Repofe and Well-being of 
Families, and the Subjed of many Tragedie8» 
both in Life and on the Stage.

^be Uiftory of Betty the CbMmber-maid^ and 
an jiccount of what occqfioned the violent. 
Scene in the preceding Chapter. 

BEttyj who was the Occafion of all this Hur- 
ry, had fome good Qualities. She bad Good- 
nature, Generdity and Compaffion» but unfor- 
tunately her Conftitution was compofed of thofe 
warm Ingredients, which, though the Purity of 
Courts or Nunneries might have happily controuled 
them, were by no means able to endure the 
tickli& Situation of a Chamber-maid at an Inn,

kiy of Kiffingi blattering, bribiiig, and eveiy o- 
tfaer W«lpM which is to be found in the whole 
Armory; bV Love, againft them, 
• Betfy<, who was but one and twenty, had now 
lived three Years in this dangerous Situation, dur- 
ing which file had efeaped pretty weU« An £n- 
fign of Foot was the firft Perfon who made an 
Imprefion on her Heart ; he did indeed raife a 
Flame in her, which required the Care of a Sur- 
geon to cod. 

While ihe burnt for him, feveral others burnt 
for her. Oncers of the Army, young Gentle- 
men travelling the weftern Circuit, inofienfive 
Squires, and iome of graver Character were fet 
afire by her CharjDs ! 

At length, having perfeSly recovered theEffeds 
of her firft unhappy Paffion, {he feemed^to have 
rowed a State of perpetual Chaftity. "^he was 
l6ng deaf to all the Sufierings of her Lovers, till 
one Day at a neighbouring Fair, the Rhetoric of 
John the Hoftler, with a new Straw Hat, and 
ft Pint of Wine, made a fecond Conquefl over 
her. 

' She did not however feel any of thofe Flamtt 
oh this Occaiion, which had been the Confe* 
quence of her former Amour ; nor indeed thofe 
other i)l EfFeds, which prudent young Women 
very juftly apprehend from too abfolute an In- 
dulgence to the prefling Endearments of their 
Lovers. This latter, perhaps, was a little owing 
to her not being entirely conftant to Jehn^ with 
whom fee permitted Tom JVhipwell the Stage- 
Coach* 
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Coachman, and now and theVi a handfome young 
Traveller, to fliare her Favours. 

Mr. ToW'Wcufe had for fome time caft tBelan* 
guifhing Eyes of Afieftion on this young- Mai^ 
den. He had laid hold on every Opportunt^^ of 
faying tender things to her, fqueezing her by th6 
Hand, and fometimes kiffing her Lips: for as 
the Violence of his PafBon had confiderably a- 
bated to Mrs. Tow^woufe ; fo like Water, which 
is ftopt from its ufual Current in one Place, it na- 
turally fought a Vent in another.

Ever fince Jofeph's Arrival, Betty had conceived 
dn extraordinary Liking to him, which difcovcred 
kfelf more and more, as he grew better and bet* 
ter ; 'till that fatal Evening when, as (he was 
warming his Bed, her FafEon grew to fuch a 
Height, and fo perfeftly maftered both her Mo- 
defty and her Reafon, that after many fruitlcfe 
Hints and fly Infinuations, (he at laft threw down 
the Warming-Pan, and embracing him with great 
Eagernefs fwore he was the handfomefi Creature 
(he had ever feen.

expededly entered the Room, and caufed all that

manner : and laftly, his quietly and contentedly 
bearing to be reminded of his Tran&reiSons, as 
a kind of Penance, once or twice a Day, during 
the Refidue of his Life.

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B O O K 11. 
CHAP. I. 

OfDivifions in Authors. 

THERE are certain Myfteries or Secrets 
in all Trades from the higheft to the 
loweft, from that of Prinu mintfiring 
to this of Juthoring^ which are feldom 
difcovered, unlets to Members of the (ame Call- 
ing. Among thofe ufed.by us Gentlemen of the 
latter Occupation, I take this of dividing our 

Works 
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Works into Books atid Chapters to- be hooe of 
the lead confiderable. Now for want of Jbeing 
truly aq}uainted with this Secret, common.Read- 
ers imagine, that by this Art of dividing, we 
mean only to fwell our Works to a much lasger 
Bulk than they would otherwife be extended to. 
Thefe feveral Places therefore in our Paper, which 
are filled with our Books and Chapters, are uiider^ 
flood as fo much Buckram, Stays, and Stay-tape 
in a Taylor's Bill, ferving only to make up the Sum 
Totial, commonly found at the Bottom of our firft 
Page, and of his laft. 

But in reality the Cafe is otherwife, and in this, 
as well as all other Inftances, we confuk the Ad- 
vantage of our Reader, not our own ; and indeed 
many notable Ufes arife to him from this Me- 
thod : for firft, thofe little Spaces between our 
Chapters may be looked upon as an Inn or Reil- 
ing-Place, where he may ftop and take a Glafi, 
or any other Refrefhment, as it pleafes him. Nay, 
our fine Readers will, perhaps, be fcarce able to 
travel farther than through one of them in a E^y. 
As to thofe vacant Pages which are placed between 
our Books, they are to be regarded as thofe Stages, 
where, in long Journeys, th.e Trauellcr fbys^fome 
time to repofe himfelf, and conf&der of wbzt he 
hath feen in the Parts he hath already paft 
through } a Confideration which I take the Li- 
berty to recommend a little ta the R^er : for 
however fwift his Capacity may be, I would not 
advife him to travel through thefe Pages too h& : 
for if he doth, he may probs^bly mifs the feeing^ 
Tome curious Produdions of Nature which will 
be obferved by the flower and more accurate 
Reader* A Volume without any fuch Places of 
Reft r^fembles theOpeoiiig ^ WUds or. Seas, 

whick 
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'whidi tires the Eye and fatigues the Spirit when 
entered upon. 

Secondly, what are the Contents prefixed to 
every Chapter, but fo many Infcriptions over the 
Gates of Inns ("to continue d)e fame Metaphor) 
informing the Reader what Entertainment he is to 
expeS, which if he likes not, he may travel on 
to the next : for in Biography, as we are not tied 
down to an exad Concatenation equally with odier 
Hiftorians ; fo a Chapter or two (for Inftance 
this I am now writing) may be often pafled over 
without any Injury to the Whole. And in thefe 
Infcriptions I have been as faithful as poffible, not 
imitating the celebrated Montaigne^ who promifes 
you one thing and gives you another ; nor fome 
Title-Page Authors, who promife a great deal, 
and produce nothing at all. 

There are, befides thefe more obvious Benefits, 
feveral others which our Readers enjoy from this 
Art of dividing ; tho' perhaps moft of them too 
myflerbus to be prefently underftood by any who 
are not initiated into the Science of Authoring. To 
mentbn therefore but one which is moft obvious^ 
it prevents fpoiling the Beauty of a Book by turn- 
ing down its Leaves, a Method otherwife necef« 
fary to thofe Readers, who (tho' they read with 
great Improvement and Advantage) are apt, when 
they return to their Study, after half an Hour's 
Abfence, to forget where they left oft 

Thefe Divifions have the Sandion of great An- 
tiquity. Homer not only divided his great Work 
into twenty-four Books, (in Compliment perhaps 
to the twenty-four Letters to which he had very 
particular Obligations) but, according to the Opi- 
nion of fome very fagacious Critics, hawked them 
all fi^rately , deliV£ring only one Book at a time, 

(probably 
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(probably by Subfcription.) He was the firft In* 
ventor of the Art which hath fo long lain dormant, 
of publUhing by Numbers ; an Art now brought 
to fuch Perfeftion, that even Dictionaries are dir 
vided and exhibited piece-meal to the Publick ; 
nay, one Bookfeller hath (U encourage Learning 
ana eafe the Public) contrived to give them a 
DiiStionary in this divided manner, for only fif- 
teen Shillings more than it would have cq& en« 
tire. 

Virgil hath given us his Poem in twelve Books, 
an Argument of his Modcfty 5 for by that doubt- 
lefs he would infmuate that he pretends to no 
more than half the Merit of the Greek : for the 
fame Reafon, our Milton went originally no fer- 
ther than ten ; 'till being puffed up by the Praife 
of his Friends, he put himfelf on the fame foot* 
ing with the Reman Poet. 

I (hall not however enter fo deep into this 
Matter as fome very learned Critick? have done ; 
who have with infinite Labour and acute Dis- 
cernment difcovered what Books are proper for 
Embellilhment, and what require Simplicity only, 
particularly with regard to Similies, which I 
think are now generally agreed to become any 
Book but the fijih 

I will difinifs this Chapter with the following 
Obfcrvation : That it becomes an Author gene- 
rally to divide a Book, as it does a Butcher to 
joint his Meat, for foch Affiftance is of great 
Help to both the Reader and the Carver. And 
now having indulged myfelf a little, I will en- 
deavour to indulge the Curiofity of my Reader, 
who is no doubt impatient to know what he will 
find in the fubfequent Chapters of this Book,

CHAP. II. 

A farprizh^ In/iance (f Mr. Adaim'j^^/ 
Memory, with the unfortunaPe Confiquertcts 
which is brought e?/r Jofeph. 

MR. Adams and Jofeph were now ready ,to 
depart different Waya, when an Accident 
determined the former to return with bis Friend, 
which Towwoufe^ Barnabas^ and the Bookfeller 
had not been aUe to do.

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Jdams ftarting, and teftrfying fome Surprize 
cry^d, * Hey ! fie, fie upon it ; they are not 

* here fure. enough. Ay, they are certainly left 

* behind.* 

Jofeph was greatly concerned at the Uneafioefs 
which he apprehended his Friend muft feel from 
this Difeppointment : He begged him to purfuc 
his Journev, and promifed he would himfelf return 
with the Bocks. to him, with the utmoftExpedi- 
tion, * No, thank you, Child,' anfwered J- 
dams^ • it (haB not be fo. What would it avail 

* me, to tarry in the Great City, unlefs I had 

* my Difcourfes with me, which are, ut ita rf- 

* cam^ the fole Caufe, the Aitia monctate of my ^ 
'• Peregrination. No, Child, as this Accident 

* hath happened, I am refolved to return back to 

* my Cure, together with you ; which indeed my 
-• Inclination fufficiently leads me to. This Dif- 

* appointment may perhaps be intended for my 

* (jood. He concluded with a Verfeout oiTheo^ 
^ critus, which Cgnifies no more than, that fame* 
^ times It rains y and fometimes the Sun Jhines* 

jofeph bowed with Obedience, and Thankful- 
ness for. the Inclination which the Parfon exprefs'd 
of returning with him ; and How <he Bill was 
called fbf, which, on Examination, amounted 
within a Shilling to the Sum Mr. Adams had in 
his Pocket. Perhaps the Reader may wond«: 
how he was able to produce a fulEcient Sum 
ibr fo many Days : that he may not be fur- 
prized therefore, it cannot be unneceffary to ac- 
quaint him, that he had borrowed a Guinea of a 
Servant belonging to the Coach and Six, who had 
^ep formerly oijeof'his Parifhioners, and whofe 
Mafter, the Owner of the Coach, then lived 
ivittiia three Miles of him : for fo Kx>d was the 
* Fa Credit 
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Credit of Mr. Adam^ that even Mr. Feter the 
Lady Booby's Steward would have lent him a 
Guinea with very little Security. 

Mr. JJam difcharged the BiU, and they were 
both fetting out, having agreed to ride and tie : 
a Method .of travelling much ufed by Perfons. 
who have but one Horfe between them, and is 
thus performed. The two Travellers fet out to- 
gether» one on horfeback, the other on foot : 
Now as it generally happens that he on horfeback 
outgoes him on foot, the Cuftom is, that when 
he arrives at the Diflance agreed on, he is to dif- 
mount, tie the Horfe to fome Gate, Trecj Pofl:, 
or other thing, and then proceed on foot ; when 
the other comes up to the Horfe, he unties him, 
mounts and gallops on, 'till having pafled by his 
Fellow-Traveller, he likewife arrives at the Place 
of tying.' And this is that Method of Travelling 
fo much in ufe among our prudent Anceftors, 
who knew that Horfes had Mouths as well aa 
Legs, and that they could not ufe the latter with- 
out being at the Expence of faffcring the Beads 
themfelves to ufe theformer. This was the Me- 
thod in ufe in thofe Days : when, indead of a 
Co^h and Six, a Member of Parliament's Lady 
ufed to mount a Pillion behind her Hufband \ and 
a grave Serjeant at Law condefcended to amble to 
TVeJiminJifr on^n eafy Pad, with his Clerk kick- 
ing his Heels behind him. 

Mams was now gone fome Minutes, having 
infifted on JofepV% beginning the Journey on 
horfeback, and Jofeph had his Foot in the Stir- 
rup, when the Hoftler prefented him a Bill for the 
Horfe'* Board during his Refidence at the Inn. 
Jofeph faid Mr. Adams hadpaid all ; but this Mat- 
ter being referred to Mr, Tow-wouji^ was by him 

decided 
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decided In fevour of the Ho£tler, and indeed with 
Truth and Juftice : for this was a frefh Inftance 
of that Shortnefs of Memory which did not ariie 
from want of Parts, but that continual Hurry in 
which Paribn Adams was always involved.

• Mrs. Tcw-wonp) I fuppofe it was given you by 
«• fome vile Trollop, fomeMifs or other y if it had 

* been the , Prefent of a virtuous Woman, you 
« would not have had fuch a Value for it* My 

• Hufband is a Fool if he parts with the Horfe 
« without being paid for him/ * No, no,, I caa*t 
« part with the Horfe indeed till I have the Mo-. 
«* ney,* cry'd Tow-woufe. A Refolution highly 
commended by a Lawyer then in the Yard, who 
declared Mr. Tow^woufe might juftify the De- 
tainer. 

As we cannot therefore at prefent get Mr. Jo^ 
ftph out of the Inn, we feall leave him in it, and 
carry our Reader on after Parfon AJtatm^, who> his ' 
Mind being perfpdlly at Eafe,. fell into a Contem-

^ Oh ! Serviteur trei h^mble^* fays BellarnuMs^ 

* Je vmis intend parfaitment bun* At which 
time the Aunt, who had heard of Horatio^s Vi- 
£t, ehtered the Room, and foon fatisfied all his 
poubts. She convinced him that he was never 
more awarke in his Life, and that nothing mc^ie 
extraordinary had happened in his three Days 
Abfence, than a (mail Alteration in the AiFe£U- 
ops of Letmara \ who now burfl; into Tears, and 
wondered what Reafon (he had given him to ufe 
iter in fo barbarous a manner. Horatio defired 
Bellarmtne to withdraw with him : but the La- 
dies prevented it, by laying violent Hands o|i 
^e lattery upon which, the former took hjs 
Leave without any great Ceremony, and depart- 
ed, leaving the Lady with bis Rival to confult 
for his S^ety, Which Leonora feared her Indis-

* man ? No other Woman in the Town could 

* have made any ImpreiSon on him.* *Nevcr think 

* of Things paft/ cries the Aunt, * think of re- 

* gaining the Afie<Slions of Horatio. * * W hat Rea- 

* fon/ faid the Niece* * have I to hope he 

* would forgive me ? No, I have loft him as 

* well as the other, and it was yoiir wicked Ad- 

* vice which was the Occafion of all 5 you fe- 

< duced me, contrary to my Inclinations, to 

* abandon poor Horatioy' at which Words (he 
burft into Tears ; * you prevailed upon me, whc- 

* ther I would or no, to give up my A^edions 

* for him ; had it not been for you, BeUarmine 

* nevdl would have entered into my Thoughts ;

The Aunt's Gall was on float to reply, when

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As foQQ as Leonora perceived fuch Hopes of 
Bellgrmtnis Recovery^ and that the Goffip Faim 
l)ad» according to Cuftom, fo enlarged his Dan- 
ger, {he-prefently abandoned all further Thoughts 
of Horatio^ and was foon reconciled to her 
Aunt, who received her again into Favour^ wkh 
a more Cbriftian Forgivenefs tl^n we generali/ 
ipaeet with. Indeed it is poffible ihe ^igh^ be ^ 
little alarmed at the Hints which her jNiece Jba4 
given her concerning the Prefents.

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if it tniSy vithta twcaty Miks bt would find a 
Suf geoa to cut it off. Upon thefe Words, jf* 
Jitm fetched two Strides aci^s tfae |(4M)m ; sMi 
fnapping bis Fingers over his Head, muttered a^^ 
loiid« . He would excoauiiunicate Aicb a Wretch 
§01 ^ Furthing ; for he believed the Devil ha4 
aOiOfe Humanity. Thefe Wcn-ds e^saiiofied a 
Dialogue between Adams uA the Hoft, in which 
tiiere were two or three fiiarp Replies, iSA J^ 
fipih bad the latter know how to behave bimfelf td 
his Betters. At which the Hoft (having firft 
ftriAly furveyed Adams) fcomfifUy repeating die 
Word Betters^ flew into a Rage, and idlins 
Jj9ff^ he was as able to walk out of his Hoqfe. 
a§ he had been to walk into it, oiFered to^e^ 
violel^t Ibnds on him ; which fieroeividgy Mam 
dealt him fofomid a CoiiipluMnt<ovcr his 'Face 
with his Fift, that the Blood immediately gaftfd 
iiiit of his Nofe in a Stream. The iibft being 
vnwUling to be out-done in Courtefy, efpectaHy 
W a Perfon of Adamf% Figure, returned 1^« 
IFavour with (b much Gratitude, that^lie Pdr^ 
fon's Nofirils began to look a Iktle I'edder-^aif 
uTuaL Ufen which he again aflailed his Anrn^ 
gonift, and mth another Stroke laid him i^r^Wl- 
log on the Floon 

The Hofleg, who was a better Wife than fd 
fiirly a Huihand deferved^ feeing her Uaftaml all 
Uoody and ftretched along, haliened pwfecWIy ta 
his Affiftance, (x rather to revenge <he Blow; 
whichy to aU Appearance, was the laft' he would 
ever seceive; when, lo ! a PanitiH of Hbg^s-Uood^ 
which unkickily diood on die Dri^r, presented 
itfelf firftjto her Hands. She feized it in her Fu-* 
ly^ and > without any Refie^ion dif^^har^ it iiii# 
the: ^arfon's . Faee^ . and with fo good an Ain^ 
U % that 
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4h»t mudi tbejjreater pait iirftAliit«d hwCoun- 
teiiance, and trickled thence in ib Urge aCurrent 
down to bis Board, and over iusGarmenls, that a 
more horrible Spefiacle was lianUy tote fecn, or 
«ven imagined. All which was perceived by 
Mrs. Sli^j wix> entered the Kitc^in at that 
Inftant This good Gentlewoman, not being of 
fk Tenofer fo extrenidy cool and patient as per- 
liap» was required to aik many Queftions on this 
Occafion, £ew with great Impetnofity at the 
Hoftefs's Cap, which, together with fome of her 
Hair, (he plucked from her Head in a Moment, 
giving her at the £une time feveral liearty Cufi 
in the Face, which, by fScequent Practice on the 
inferior Servants, die had learned an exceSent 
Knack of delivering with a good Grrace. Poor 
y^fi^ could hardly rife from bis Chair ; the

Mafter,' £ud the 
Hoft fmiling : < Yes, yes, I am not afraid of 

< dying with a Blow or two neither ; I am not 

< fuch a Chicken as that.' < Pugh ! faid the 
Gentleman, I mean you will recover Damages 
in that Adion which undoubtedly you intend x6

The Cogchyi^f^ began now to grow importu^ 
* n^te wi|h hi$ Pai]^ng0i9» whofe Entrance into 
the Coach was- retarded by Mib Gravsairs in** 
fiftingf ^inft the Remonftrances of all the reft, 
that (he wpuld not admit a Footman into the 
Coach J for poor yofipb was too lame to mount 
a-Horfe. A young Lady» who was, as it feems, 
an Eaid's Grand^daugbter, b^ged it with almoft 
Tears in her Eyes. Mr. Jdams prayed, and 
Mrs. Slipjkp fcolded^ but all to no Purpofe.

Adams then fnapped his Fingers, and 
cry'd, he thon^i Jhe was feme fu^h Trollop. 

Adams made hafte to acquaint Mrs. Sllpjlop 
widi this good News, as he imagined it ; but it 
found a Reception different from what he exped- 
edi The prudent Gendewoman, who defpifed 
the Anger of Mifs Grave-airs^ whilft ihe con- 
ceived her the Daughter of a Gentleman of fmall 
Fortune, now (be heard her Alliance with theup- 
per Servants of a great Family in her Neighbour- 
hood, began to fear her Intereft with the Miftrefs.

no Compaffion in her, I believe flie is- more of 
a Turk than a Chriftian ^ I am eertain if flie * 
had any Cbriftian Woman's Blood in her 
Veins, the Sight of fiich a young FeUow nmft 
have warm'd it. Indeed there are fome wretch- 
ed, miferable old ObjeSs, that turn one's Sto- 
mach I I (hould not wonder if (be had reiiifed 
fuch a one ^ I am as nice as heriblf, and QmoM 
have cared no more than herfidf for the Coaip 
pany of jinking old Fellows : but hold up ibf 
Head, Jofephj thou art noneof thofe ; and ihe 
who hath not Compuljim for thee is a Mybum^ 
metman, and I will maintain it/ This Con<- 
verfatioii made Jofipk uneafjr^ as well as the La- 
dies | who, percdving the Spirits which Mrs. 
^lipjlap was in, (for indeed &e was not a Cup too 
low) began to fear ihe Con&quence; one of 
tfoeiH diere^e itefived (h&Ladjt to conclude the 

Story- 
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Story—' Aye Madam,* faid Slipjlop^ * I beg 

* your Ladyfliip to give us that Story you comment 

* fated in the Morning ;' which Requeft that 
Well-bred Woman immediately complied with. 

CHAP. VI. 

Conclufion of the unfortunate Jilt. 

LEONO RA having once broke through the 
Bounds which Cuftom and Modefty impofe 
oh her Sex, foon gave an unbridled Indulgence to 
her Paffion. Her Vifits to Bellarmme were more 
conftant, as well as longer, than his Surgeon's j 
in aWord, (he became abfolutely his Nurfe, made 
his Water-gruel, adminiftred him his Medicines, 
and, not with (landing the prudenjt Advice of her 
Aunt to the contrary, almoft intirely refided in her.

The old Genlletnan did not give himfelf the. 
trouble to anfwer this kind Epiftlc ; nor did he take, 
any Notice of it after he had read it, 'till he faw. 
Bellarmtne. He was, to fay the Truth, one of, 
thofe Fathers who look on Children as an un- 
happy Confequence of their youthful Pleafures \ 
which as he would have been delighted not to 
have had attended them, fo was he no lefs pleafed 
with any Opportunity to rid himfelf of the In- 
cumbrance. He pafled, in the World's Language, 
as an exceeding good Father, being not only fo 
rapacious as to rob and plunder all Mankind to the 
utmoft of his Power, but even to deny himfelf 
the Conveniencies and almoft Ncceflaries of Life ;

tJrove. That fine Gentleman, who at another 
Seafon would have been well enough pleafed to 
dwell a little on that Subjeft, was now very eager 
to refume the Circumftance of Fortune, He faid^ 

* he had a very high Value for the young Lady, 

* and would receive her with lefs than he would 
^ any other whatever ; but that even his Love to 

* her made feme Regard to worldly Matters ne- 

* ceffary; for it would be a moftdift rafting Sight 
. * for him to fee her, when he had the Honoijir to 

* be her Hufband, in lefs than a Coach and Six.' 
The old Gentleman anfwered, ' Four will do, 
' Four will do ;' and then took a turn from Hor- 
fes to Extravagance, and from Extravagance to 
Horfes, till he came round to the Equipage again, 
whither he was no fooner afrived, than £WZgn- 
mine brought him back to the Point ; :but ail to 
no Purpofe ; he madfehcs Efcape from that Subjc£jb 

in 
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in a Minute ; till at laft the Lover declared, that 

* in the prefent Situation of his Affairs it was im* 
^ poffible for him, though he loved Leonom more 
^ thari ioui k monde^ to marry her without any 
*' Fortune,* To which the Father anfwcred, * he 

* was forry then his Daughter muft lofe fo valu- 

* able a Match ; that if he had an Inclination') 
' at prefent it was not in his Power to advance 
^ a Shilling : that be had had great LoiTes, ar\d 

* been at great Expences on Projefts; which, 
•^ though he had great Expe^ation from them^ 

* had yet produced him jiothing : that he did not 
-* know what might happen hereafter, as on the 

* Birth of a &)ni or fuch Accident ; but He 
•* would make no Promife, or enter into any 

* Article : for he would not break his Vow for 

* all the Daughters in the World.' 

In (hort. Ladies, to keep you no longer in 
^ttfpenfe ; Beilarmmhzvmg tried every Argument 
"and Perfiiafion which he could invent, and find- 
ing them all inefFedual, at length took his leave, 
*feut not in order to return to Leonora ; he pro- 
ceeded direftly to his own Seat, whence, after a 
few Days ftay, he returned to Paris^ to the great 
Delight of the French^ and the Honour of the 
Englijh Nation. ' - 

But as foon as he arrived at his Home, he prc- 
fently difpatched a MelTenger with the following: 
£piille to Leonora.

* T Am forry to have the Honour to tell you I am- 

* X ^^* '*^ heureux Perfon dejitmdfor your di^ 
:* vine Arms. Your Papa hath told me fo with a

BELLARMINK 

I fhall not attempt, Ladies, to defcribe Leom-* 
ra^s Condition, when flie received this Letter. It 
is a Pidure of Horror, which I ihould have as 
little Pleafure in drawing, as you in beholding.

He promifed me 
a Living, poor Man ; and I believe I (hould 
have had it, but an Accident happened j which 
was, that my Lady had promifed it before, un- 
known to him. This indeed I never heard till 
afterwards : for my Nephew,' who died abouj a 
iClonth before the Incumbent, always told gie 
I might be aflured of it. Since that time. Sir 
TThomaSf poor Man, had always fo much Bufi- 
riefs, that he never could find Leifure to fee me. 
I believe it was partly my Lady's Fault top ; 
who did hot think my Drefs good enough for 
the Gentry at her Table. However, f muft 
do him the Jufiice. to iay, he never was i^- 
gratefiil ; and I have always found his Kitchin, 
and his Cellar too, open to me ; many a time 
after Service on a Sunday^ for I preach at four 
.Churches, have I recruited my Spirits with a 
GIa(s of his Ale. Since my Nephew's Death 
f Che Corporation is in other Hands s and I am 
4 • not 
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not a Man of that Confequence I was formerly. 
I have now no longer any Talents to lay. out 
in the Service of my Country ; and to whom 
nothing is given, of him can nothing be re- 
quired. However, on all proper Seafons, fuch 
as the Approach of an Eledion, I throw a 
fuitable Dafli or two into my Sermons ; which 
I have the Pleafure to hear is not difagreeable 
to Sir Thomai^ and the other honeft Gentlemen 
my Neighbours, who have all promifed me 
thefe five Years, to procure an Ordination for 
a Son of mine, who is now near thirty, hath 
an infinite Stock of Learning, and is, I thank 
Heaven, of an unexceptionable Life ; tho% as 
he was never at an Univeifity, the Bifliop re- 
fufes to ordain him. Too much Care cannot 
indeed be taken in admitting any to the facred 
Office ; tho' I hope he will never ad fo as to 
be a Difgrace to any Order : but will ferve his 
God and his Country to the utmoft of his Power, 
as I have endeavoured to do before him ; nay, 
and will lay down his Life whenever called to 
that Purpofe. I am fure I have educated him 
in thofe Principles ; fo that I have acquitted my 
Duty, and fhall have nothing to anfwer for on 
that account: but I do not diffruft.him ; for 
he is a good Boy \ and, if Providence fliouU 
throw it in his way to be of as much confequence 
in a public Light, as his Father once was ; I 
can anfwer for him, he will ufe his Taknts as 
honefU^ as I have done/

/TpHE Gentleman highly commended Mr. J"

* make no more of fhooting a Man that would

* who is in the Army ; becaufe he would not ex- 

* change his Commiffion, and go to the Weft-In" 
^ dies. I believe the Rafcal is a Coward, the' 

* he pretends to be in Love forfooth. I would 

* have all fuch Fellows hanged. Sir, I would have 

* them hanged.' Mams anfwered, • that would 
* * be too fevere : That Men did not make them* 

* felves ; and if Fear had too much Afcendance 

* in the Mind, the Man was rather to be pitied 

* than abhorred : That Reafon and Time mighf 

* teach him to fubdue it.' * He faid, a Man 

* might be a Coward at one time, and brave at 

* another. Horner^* fays he, ' who fo well un- 
^ derftood and copied Nature, hath taught us this 

* Leflbn ; for Paris fights, and Ht£for runs a- 

* way : nay, we have a mighty Inftance of this in 

* the Hiftory of later Ages, no longer ago than 

* the 705th Year oi Romsy when the great P^w* 
f /<y> who had won ib many Battles, and been 

." honoured 
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honoured with fo many Triumphs, and of 
whofe Valour feveral Authors, efpecially Cicero 
and PaterculuSj have formed fuch Elogiums ; 
this very Pompey left the Battle of Phar folia 
before he had loft it, and retreated to his Tent, 
where he fat like the moft pufillanimous Rafcal 
in a Fit of Defpair, and yielded a Viftory, 
which .was to determine the Empire oT the 
World, to Cafar. I am not much travelled in 
the Hiftory of modern Times, that is to fay, 
thefe laft thoufand Years : but thofe who are, 
can, I make no queftion, furnifli you with pa- 
rallel Inftances.' He concluded therefore, that 
had he taken any fuch hafty Refolutions againft 
bis Nephew, he hoped he would conf;der better, 
and retraS them.

• he defired her to ftop, and after fome jud^ 
^ Kiiles, which flie refitted, and fome Entreaties, 
*. which flie rgcfted, he laid violent Hands on

• Will, when, flie thanked 'G — , he timely 

• came up and prevented him.* Adams encou- 
raged her for faying flie had put her whole Truft

Three or four 
of them laid Hands on him, and one holding the 
Lantern to his Face, they all agreed, he had the 
tnofi villainous Countenance they ever beheld j and 
all Attorney's Clerk who was of the Company;

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his Gown ? Another at the Table then anfwer* 
cd, ^ if he had» jon would have been too hard. 
^ for bijn ; I remember you at the College a ve- 

* ry Devil at this Sport ; I have feen you catch a> 
*' freib Man': kk ho h6dy that knew you, would 

* engage wfth you/ ^ I have forgpt thofe things 

* now,' cried the Wit. * I believe I could have 

* done pretty well formerly.— Let*s fee, what 

* did I end witb-r-an A/agiin — ay— 

M^rsy Bae^hus^ Jpolhy virorum. 

* I could bayc done it onfce.' — * Ah ! Evil betide 

* you, and fo you can now,' iaid the other, 

* no body in this Country will undertake you/ 
Adamt, could hold no longer ; * Friend,' faid he,' 
^ I. have a Boy not above eight Years old, who

^ into the Book, Clerk, and fee how it is to take 
^ Bail \ come— *and make the AUttimur. for the 

* Wwnan as faft^as you can/ ' Sir,.' cries Adtam^ 

* I aflure you Ihe is as innocent as myfclf .* * Per- 

* haps/ feid the Squire« ^ there may be feme Mi- 
^ ftake; pray let us hear Mr. Adams*s Relation.'' 

* With all my Hearty' anfWered the Juftice, * and 
« give the Gentleman a Glafs to whet his WhifUe- 

* before he begins. I know how tabehave my- 

* felf to Gentlemen as well a& anothen No body 
^ can (ay I have committed a Gentleman, fince I 

* have been in the Commiffion/ Adafm then 
fcegart the Narrative^ in which^ thpugh he was^ 
very prolix, be was uninterrupted, unkfs by fevc- 
ral Hums and Ha^s of the Juflice, and his Defire 
to repeat thofe Parts which feemed^ to him mod

Some Philofopfaers 
may perhaps doubt, whether he was not the hap» 
pieft of the three }. for the Gopdnefs of his Heart 
enjoyed the 'Bkf&ngs wbicHw^re exuhing in^ the 
Breafts of both the other two«' together with bis 
own. But we dall leave fuch Difquiildons as 
too deep for Us, to thofe wlio are building fome 
favourite H]{pothe(is, which they will refufe no 
metaphylical Rubbifli to ered and 'fupport : for 
our Part, we give it clearly on the Side of Jo^. 
fephy whofe Happinefs was not only greater dban 
the Parfon*s, but of longer Duration : for^sfooa 
as the firft Tumults of Adams\ Rapture were 
over, he cafl his Eyes towards the Fire, where 
JEfchylus lay expiring; and immediately refcued 
the poor Remains, towk, the Sheep-ikin Cover- 
ing of his dear Friend, which^ was the Work of 
his own Hands, and had been his infeparableji 
Companion for upwards of thirty Years. ^ 

Fanny had no fooner perfeSly recovered hci^ 
MU than (he began to refirain the Impetuofity

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of her Trasfports \ and sefleding on what {he 
had done and fuffered in the Prefencrof fomany^ 
Ihe was inunedtatsly coi^ered with Coniiifion ; 
and puihing 'Jefipb genadjr from her, (he begged 
)um to be quiet: nor would admit of either 
Kiis ox Embnice any longer. Then feeing Mrs*- 
Slipfhp^ (he curt'fied, and offered to advance to 
her; but that high Woman would not retura 
her CurtTiea \ .but cafting her Eyes another way, 
immediately, withdrew into another Room, mut-4 
tiering as ihe went, (he wondered vubi ibt Cna^ 
hifg was.

his Company. 

TT will doubtless feem extremely odd to msaaf 
Jl Readers, that Mr$* SUpfitp^ who had lived 
feveral Years in the iame Houfe with Fann^^ 
&ouId in a (hort Separation utterly forget her«> 
And ^eed the Truth \%y that ibe remembered 
her very well. As we would not willingly there- 
fore, that any Thing ihould appear unnatural in 
this our Hiftoi'y, we will endeavour to cxplairt 
the Reafons of her ConduA \ nor do we doubtf 
being able to fetisfy the moft curious Reader, 
that Mrs. Slipflop did not in the leaft deviate from 
the common Road in this Behaviour ; and in«* 
deed, had (he done otherwife, ihe mufl have de- 

fcended 
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fceaded bebw berfelf, and would have very juftly 
been liable to Cenfure. 

Be it known then, that the human Species are 
divided into two forts of People, to wit^ High 
People and Ltw People. As by High People I 
would not be underftood to mean Perfons literally 
bom higher in their Dimenfions than the reft of 
die Species, nor metaphorically thofe of exalted 
CharaAers or Abilities ; fo by Low People I 
cannot be conftrued to intend the Reverfe. High 
People figntfy no other than People of Falbion, 
and low People thofe of no Faihion. Now this 
Word Fajhion hath by long Ufe loft its original 
Meaning, from which at prefent it gives us a veiy 
difierent Idea : for I am deceived, if by Per- 
fons of Fafliion, we do not generally include a 
Conception of Birth and Accomplifhments fuperior 
to. the Herd of Mankind ; whereas in reality^ 
tiothtng more was originally meaht by a Perfon 
of Fa(hion, than a Perfon who dreft himfelf in 
the Fafliion of the Times; and the Word really 
and truly fignifies no more at this Day. Now 
the World being thus divided into Pc6ple of Fa- 
ibion, and People of no Fafluon, a fierce Con* 
tendon arofe between them ; nor would thofe of 
one Party, to avoid Sufpicion, be feen publicly 
to fpeak to thofe of the other, tho' they « often 
held a very good Correfpondence in private. In 
this Contention, it is difficult to lay which Party 
fucceeded : for whilft the People of Fa(hion feized 
feveral Places to their own Ufe, fuch as Courts, 
Affemblies, Operas, Balls, i^c. the People of no 
Fafliion, befides one Royal Place, called his Ma* 
jefty's Bear-Garden, have been in conftant Pof- 
feffion of all Hops, Fairs, Revels, ^c. Two 
Places have heen agreed to be divided between 

them> 
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them, namely the Church and the Piay-houfe $ 
where they fi^regate themfelves from each other 
in a remarkable Manner : for as the People of 
Faihion exalt themfelves at Church over the 
Heads of the People of no Fafliion ; fo in the 
' Play-houfe they abafe themfelves in the fame De* 
gree under their Feef. This Difiindion I have 
never met with any one able . to account for : 
It is fufficient, that fo far from lookmg on each 
other as. Brethren in the Chriftian £anguage^ 
they feem fcarce to regard each other as of the 
fame Species. This the Terms grange Perfons^ 
People one does not knoWj tbeCreaturey Wretches^ 
Beaftsj Brutesy and many other Appellations 
evidently demonftrate ; which Mrs. Siipjlop ha* 
ving often h€»rd her Miftrefs ufe, thought ihe 
had alfo a Right to ufe in her Turn : and per^ 
haps (he was not miftaken ; for thefe two Par* 
ties, efpecially thofe bordering nearly on each 
other, to wit,, the loweft of the High, and . the 
higheft of the Low, often chaiige their Parties 
according to Place and Time \ for thpfe who are 
People of Fa(hion in one PUce, .are often People 
of no Fa(bion in another. And with regard to 
Time, it may not be unpleafant to furvey the 
PjAiire of Dependance like a kind of Ladder : as 
for inftance i early in the Morning arifes the Po*- 
ftiilion, or feme other Boy^ which great Faipi-r 
lies, no more than great Ships, are without^ 
and fails to brufbing the Clothes, and cleaning 
the Shoes of John the Footman, who being dreft 
himfelf, applies his Hands to the famji Labours 
for Mr. Second-hand the Squire's Gentleman ; 
the Gentleman in the like n^ianner, a little later 
in the Day, attends the Squire i the Squire is no 
fooner equ^ped, than he attends the Levee of 

my 
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«ny Lord ; which is no fooner orer^ than my 
Lord himfelf is feen at the Levee of the Favou* 
nte, who, after the Hour of Homage is at an End, 
«ppeaTB hiaifdf to pay Homage to the Levee of 
his Sovereign. Nor is there, perhaps, in this 
whole Ladder of Dependanoe, any one Step at 
a greater Dtflance from the other, than the fsA 
from tfaefeoond: fo that to a Philofbpher the 
Qjieftion might only feem^ whether you wouM 
chufe to be a great Man at fix in the Morning, 
•or at two in the Afternoon. And yet diere are 
icarce two of thefe, who do not think the leaft 
Familiarity with the Perfens below them aCon- 
defcenfion, and if they were to go one Step fac- 
ther, a Degradation. 

And now. Reader, I hope thou wilt pardon 
this long Digreffioa, which feemed tomeneceffii* 
vf to vindicate the great CharaAer of Mrs. Stip^ 
flop^ from what low People, who have never 
iecn high People, might think an Abfurdity : 
but we who know thm, muft have daily found 
very high Perfons know us in one PfaK^e and not 
in another, To-day, and not To-morrow ; all 
which it is difficult to account for, otherwife than 
I have here endeavoured ; and perhaps, if die 
Gods, according to the Opinion of fome, made 
Men only to laugh at them | there is no Part of 
our Behaviour which anfwers the End of our 
Creation better than this. 

But to return to our Hiftory : Jdams^ who 
knew no more of this than the Cat which fat on 
the Table, imagining Mw. SUpflop't Memory 
had been much worie than it really was, foi« 
lowed her into the next Room, crjyng out, 

* Madam Slipflap^ here is one of your old Ac- 

* quaintance : Do but fee what a fine Wonnan 

* {he 
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* ihe IS grown fince flie left Lady Boohy^s Ser* 

* vice.' * I think I refleSf fomething of her,* 
anfveered ihe with great Dignity, * but I can't 

* remember all the inferior Servants in our Fa- 
^ mily.* She then proceeded to fatisfy jfdams*s 
Curiofity, by telling him, * when £he arrived at 

* the Inn, iiic found a Chaife ready for ber ; 

* that her Lady' being expeSed very fhprtly ii; 

* the Country, {he was obliged to make the ut-j 

* moft Hafte, and in Commenfurathn of JofepV^ 

* Lamenels, (he had taken him with her \ ' an(j 
laftly, * that the cxceffive Virulence of the Storm 

* had driven them into the Houfe where h^ 

* found them; * After which, (he aGquaintc4 
Jdams with 4iis having left his Horfe, and ex- 
prcft fome Wonder at his having ftrayed fo fai; 
out of his Way, and at meeting him, as {he faid, 

* in the Q>mpany of that Wench, who {hp 
< feared was no better than {he {hould be/ 

The Horfe was no fooner put into Adams*% 
Head, but be was immediately driven out by 
this Reflection on the Charafier of FAnny. He 
proteiled, * he believed thei^wasxiot achafter 

* Damfel in the Umverfe. I heartily wilh, I 

* heartily wi{h,* cry'd he, (fkapping his Fingers) 
^ that all her Betters were as £ood/ He thea 
proceeded to inform her of the Accident of theit; 
Meeting; but when he came to mention the 
Gircumftance of delivering ber from the Rape, 
file faid, • {he thought him properer for the Army 

* than the Clergy : that it did not become a Clcr- 

* gyman to lay violent Hands on any one ; 

* that he {hould have rather prayed that Ihe 

* might Ij ftrengthned.' Adams faid, * he wa» 

* very far' from being a{hamed of what he had 

* done; ' {he replied, ^ want of Shame war not 

* the 
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* the Currycurijiu of a Clergyman/ This Dia- 
logue mieht have probably grown warmer, had 
not Jofepf> opportunely entered the Room, to afk 
leave of Madam Slipjhp to introduce Fanny : but 
ihe pofitively refufed to admit any fuch Trollops j 
and told bim, * Oie would have been burnt, be- 

< fore (he would have fufFered him to get into a 
« Chaife with her, if (he had once refpeSlei him 
« of having his Sluts way-laid on the ' Road foe 
« him i adding, * that Mr. Adams afled a very 

< pretty Part, and (he did not doubt but to fee 
« him a Bi(hop.' He made the beft Bow he 
could, and cried out, « I thank you. Madam, foe 

< that Right Reverend Appellation, /which I (hall 
« take all honeft Means to deferve/ * Very ho- 

< neft Means,' returned (he . with a Sneer, « to. 

* bring good People together/ At thefe Words 
jtdams t9ok two or three Strides a-crofe the 
Room, when the Coachman came to inform 
Mrs. Slipjlopf * that the Storm was over, and 

* the Moon (hone very bright/ She then fent 
for Jofeph^ who was fitting without* with his Fan- 
nyj and would have had him gone with her : but 
he peremptorily refufed to leave Fanny behind j 
which threw the good Woman into a violent 
Rage. She faid, * (he would inform berXady 

* what Doings were carrying on, and did not 

* doubt but (he would rid the Parifh of all fuch 

* People;* and concluded a long Speech ^uU of 
Bitternefs and very hard Words, with fome Re- 
flexions on the Clergy, not decent to repeat: at 
laft finding Jofeph unmoveable, (he flung herfelf 
into the Chaife, cafting a Look at Fanny as (he 
went, not unlike that which Cle$patra gives O^a^ 
via in the Play. . To fay the truth, (he^was moft 
difagreeably difappointed by the Prcfence of Fan- 

2 nyi 
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ny ; (he bad, from her firft feeing Jofiph at the 
Inn, conceived Hopes of feme thing yrhtch might 
bave been accompliflied at an Alehoufe as well as 
a Palace. Indeed k is probable Mr. Adams had 
refcued more than Farmy from the Danger of a 
Rape that Evening.

* more till you have feen them, tho' I have ne«* 
*' ver fold thee a Flitch of fuch Bacon as is now; 
•" in the Stye.' Upon which be laid violent 
Hands on Adamty and dragged him into the 
Hogs-Stye, which was indeed but two Steps from' 
his Parlour Window. They were no fooner ar- 
rived there than he cry'd out, ^ Do but handle 
^ them \ ftep in^ Friend, art welcome to handle 
^ them whether doft buy or no/ At which 
Words ODening the Gate, he pufhed Adaym into* 
the Pig-otye, infifting on it, that be (lip^^M 
handle them» before he would talk one Word 
with htm« Aiamsy whofe natural Complacence 
was beyond any artificial, was obliged to comply 
before be was fufiered to explain himfelf ; and 
laying hold on one of their Talk, the unruty 
Beaft gave iltch a (Udden Spring, that lie threw»

* paffing over a Stile/ Mrs. Trulliber returning 
with the Drink, told her Hufband, < (he fancied 

* the Gentleman was a Traveller, and that be 
< would be glad to eat. a Bit/ Tridliber bid her 

* hold her impertinent Tongue j* and aiked her 

* if Paribus ufed to travel without Horfcs.'* ad- 

* ding, * he fuppofed the Gentleman had none by 

* his having no Boots on.* Yes, Sir, yes,* fays 

* Adams^ * I have a Horfe, but I have left him 

* behind me.* * I am glad to hear you have 

* one,' fays Trulliher- j * for I aflurc you, I don't 

* love to fee CFergymen on Foot j it is not feem- 

* ly nor fuiting the Dignity of the Cloth.* Here 
TruUiher made a long Oration on the Dignity of 
the Cloth (or rather Gown) not much worth re- 
lating, 
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lating, till his Wife had fprcad the Table ani 
fet a Mefs of Porridge on it for his Breakfaft^ 
He then faid to Adams^ * I don't know, Friend ^ 
* how you came to caaU on me ; however, as 
^ you are here, if you think proper to eat a 
' Morfel, you may.' Adams accepted the Invi- 
tation, and the two Parfons fat down together, 
Mrs. Trulliber waiting behind her Hulband's 
Chair, as was,, it feems, her Cuftom. Trnlliber 
cat heartily, but fcarce put any Thing in his 
Mouth without finding Fault with his Wife's 
Cookery. All which the poor Woman bore 
patiently. Indeed ffie was fo abfolute an Admirer 
of her Hulband'a^ Greatnefs and Importance, of 
which (he had frequent Hints from his own 
Mouth) that (he almoft carried her Adoration to 
an Opinion of his Infallibility.

As foon as their Breakfaft was ended, Adams 

beg^n in the following Manner: I think, Sir»

* of my Embafiy. I am a Traveller,, and zta 

* pai&ng this Way in Company- with two young 

< People, a Lad and a Damfel, my ParifhK)ner8» 

* towards to my own Cure : we fiopt at a Houftf 

* of Hofpitality in the Parifli» where they di*

Suppofe a Minifter fhould, in- 
ftcad of a good round Sum, treat my Lord— — 
or Sir — —or Efq;-— — with a good JBroomftick. • 
Suppofe a civil Companion, or a led Captain 
fhould, infiead of Virtue, and Honour, and 
Beauty, and Parts, > and Admiration^ thunder • 
V-ice and Infamy, and .Uglinefs, and Folly, and - 
Contempt^ in his Patron's Ears.- Suppofe when 
a Tradefman firft carries in his Bill the Man of 
Bafliion fhouM fay it ; or fuppofe, if he did fe^ 
the Tradefman Ihould abate what he had over- 
diarged on the Suppofition of waiting.

* Farthing, I bdieve thou art no more a Qer- 

* gyman than the Woman there, (pointing to 

* his Wife) but Tf thou art, dbft deferve to have- 

* thy Gown ftript over thy Shoulders, for running: 
^ about the Country in fuch a manner/ < I for-- 

* give your Sufpicions,' fays Adams j ^ but fup- 
^ pofe I am not a Clergyman, I am neverthelefs 

* thy Brother \ and thou, as a Chrifiian, much

* do,' anfwered Adams^ • if I may realbn from 
^' your PraiSlkice : for their Commands are fo ex«« 

* plicite, and their Rewards- and Puniihmeots fo 
^' immenfe, that it isimpoflible a Man (hould'fted^ 

* faftly believe without obeying. Now, there i» 

* IK) Command more exprels, no Duty more- 
^ frequently enjoined, than Charity. Whoever 
^ therefore is void of Charity, I make no fcruple : 
^ of pronouncing that heisoio Chriftian/- ^'I- 

* would not adviie thee,* (^Sxp^TruUiber) ^ ta 
^ fay that L am^no Chriftian^>I won't take iei 
^ of you : for I believe I am as good a Man as • 
'* tbyielf 'y ' (and indeed, though he^ was>.now -nar 
ther too corpulent for athletic Exercifes, he had < 
in his Youth been one of the beft Boxers and • 
Cudgel-players in the County.) His Wife, fee*- 
ing him clench his Fiflv interpofed, and tn^ged' 
himnot to fights but fhew himfelfatme^Chri* 
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ftizn^ and take the Law of him. As nothing 
could provoke Adams to ftrike, but an abfolute 
Afiault on himfelf or his Friend, he Tmiled at the 
angry Look and Geftures of TruUiber\ and telling 
bim, he was forry to fee fucb Men in Orders, dc- 
pfllllcd .without further Ceremony.

Drummer in an Irijh Regiment, and now tra- 
velled the Country as a^Fedfar.

without paying her any; Adams declaring, he

^ there is no better Tobacco in the Kingdom/ 
This Propofal was not difpleafing to Adams^ who 
bad allayed his Thirft that Day with no better 1a^ 

quor 
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quor than what Mrs. TruUiber^ Cellar had pro* 
duced 5 and which was indeed little fuperior either 
in Richnefs or Flavour to that which diftilled from 
thofe Grains her generous Huftand beftowed on 
his Hogs. Having therefore abundantly thanked 
the Gentleman for his kind Invitation, and bid 
yofeph and Fanny follow him, he entered the Ale- 
houfe, where a large Loaf and Cheefe^ and a 
Pitcher of Beer, which truly anfwered the Cha- 
rafter given of it, being fct before them, the three 
Travellers fell to eating with Appetites infinitely 
more voracious than are to be foundatthe moft ex- 
quifite Eating. HoujSra in the Parilh of St. Jarms'z^. 
' TheGcntlcm^ri expreffed great Delight in tbq 
kearty and cheariful Behaviour oiAdam y and par-^ 
liculariy in the Familiarity with which, he conr 
terfcd with 5VJ^A and Fann^^ whom' he oftci|. 
called his Children, a Term he explained to meaa* 
0PGI more than his Pariflbioners \ faying, he looked 
ei^all thofe whoih God had entrufted to his Cure^ 
Ifcy ftahd to him in that Relatioii. The Gentle- 
man, (baking hini by the Hand, highly applauded 
ftofe Sentiments. ^ They are indeed,' fays \ie^ 

* the true Principles of a Chriftian Divine; and! 

* heartily wiffi they were uclverfal : but on the 

* contrary, lamforry to fay the Parfon of our, 

* Pari(h, inftead of efteeming his poor Parifliionersy 
•^ as a Part of his Family, feems rather to confider

* He feldom fpeaks to any, uniefs fome few of the 

* richeft of us ; nay, indeed he will not move his 
« Hat to the others. I often laugh, when I behold. 

* him on 5««i^yj ftrutting along the Church- Yard 
« like a Turky-Cock, through Rows of his Pa- 

* rifhioners j who bow to him with as much Sub- 

* miffion, and are as unregarded as a Set of fer- 

' vile 
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* vile Courtiers by the proudeft Prince in Chrlften^ 

* dmn. But if fuch temporal Pride is ridiculous, 

* furely the fpiritual is odious and deteflable : if 

* fuch a pufFed-up empty human Bladder, ftrut- 

* ting in princely Robes, juft moves one's De- 
^ riflon ; furely in the Habit o£ a Prieit it muft 

* raifeour Scorn.' 

* Doubtle&/ an(wer*d\//&wj, ^ your Opinio 

* on is right \ but I hope fuch Examples are 

* rare. The Clergy whom I have the Honour 

* to know, maintain a different Behaviour ^ and 
< you will allow me, Sir, that the Readineft 

* which too many of the Laity ihow to con- 
^ temn the Order, may be on Reafon of tbeiir 

* avoiding too much Humility.' * Very true^ 
^ indeed,' fays the Gentleman ; ' I find. Sir, 

* you are a Man of excellent Senfe, and an^ 

* happy in this Opportunity of knowing you ^ 

* perhaps our accidental Meeting may not be 
^ difadvantageous to you neith^ r^ At prefent, I 
^ (hall only fay to you, that the Incumbent o£ 
^ this Living is old and infirm ; and that it is ia 

* my Gift. Do£tor, give me your Hand \ and. 

* afTure yourfelf of it at his Deceafe.' Adams- 
told him, ^ be was never more confounded ii» 

* his Life, than at 'his utter Incapacity to make 
^ any Return to fuch noble and unmerited Ge- 

* nerofity,' * A mere Trifle, Sir,' cries the? 
Gentleman, ^ fcarce worth your Acceptance ; a* 

* little more than three hundred a Year. I wifb- 

* it was double the Value for your Sake.' A^ 
dams bowed, and cried from the Emotions of 
his Gratitude ; when the other afked him, * if 
^ he was married, or had any Children, befide& 

* thofe in the fpiritual Senfe he had mentioned.* 

* Sir,* replied the Parfon, * I have a Wife and. 

•-fix 

* 
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* fix at your Service-* ' That is unlucky,* fays- 
the Gentleman j * for. I would otherwife have 
taken you into my own Houfe as my Chaplain ; 

* however, I have another in the f ariih, (for 

* the Parfonage-Houfe is not good enough) which 

* I will furniSi for you. Pray does your Wifi^ 

* underftanda Dairy?* * I can't profefe fhedoes,' 
fays Adams. < I am forry for it,' quoth the 

* Gentleman 5 * I would have given you half a 

* dozen Cows, and very good Grounds to havr 

* nsaintained them.* * Sir,' faid Adams ^ in aa- 
Ecftacy, * you are too liberal ; indeed you are/ 
' Not at all,' cries the Gentleman, * I efleeov 

* Riches only as they give me an Opportunity 

* of doing good j and I never faw one whom I 

* had a greater Inclination to ferye.* At which 
Words he {hook him heartily by the Hand, and 
told him he had fufEcient Room in his Houfe X.o 
entertain him and his Friends. Adams begged he; 
might give him no fuch Trouble 5 that they coulA 
be very well accommodated in the Houfe where 
they were \ forgetting they had not a Sixpenny 
Piece among them.

* fo kindly offered us at your Houfe this Even-^ 
^ ihg> as the Accommodation of your Horfe^ 

* To-morrow Morning/ He then beganto iearcl^: 
for his Hat, as did Jyiph for his ; and both they. 
md Fanny were in Order of Departure^ when 
the Grentleman fl;opping ihort^ and feeming to*' 
meditate by himfeif for the Space of about a Mi- 
witc, exclaimed thus :: * Sure never any thing; 

* was fo unlucky ; I had forgot that my Hbufe— 
^ keeper was gone abroad, and hath locked up 
^ all my Rooms.; indeed I would break them^ 
^ open for you, but (hall not be able to fur-

* incapable of n>aking any Return to/ * Ay P 
faid* the Squire, * the Horfes fliall attend you 
'♦-here, at what Hour in the Morning you pleafe/ 
And now after many Civilities too tedious te 
enumerate, many Squeezes by the Hand» with 
^noft aiFe(Slionate Looks and SmUes at each other, 
and after appointing the Horfes at feven the next 
J\4ornLng, the Gentleman took bis Leave of 
-them, and departed to his own Houfe. Adams 
^nd his Com{>anion8 returned to the Table, where 

the Parfon fmoaked another Pipe, and then they 
-all retired to Reft. 

Mr, Adams rofe very early, and called Jofeph 
out of his Bed, between whom a very fierce Di& 
pute enfued, whether Farmy fliould ride behind 
Jojepb^ <>r' behind the Gentleman's Servant ; Jo^
